According to Dr. Herbert A. Par- 
kyn, the head of the institution, two cases 
of pronounced insanity have been cured 
within the last six months and a score of 
persons afflicted with lesser mental trou- 
bles, down to hallucinations and nervous 
prostration, have received entire retief. 

‘“‘We have cured insanity by suggestive 
methods for some years past,’’ said Dr. 
Parkyn yesterday. ‘‘Within the last few 
months, we have made two positive cures 
of cases of pronounced insanity that had 
failed to improve in long stays at asylums. 
We have at present severai patients of the 
game sort under treatment, and all show 
enough improvement to lead me to predict 
@n ultimate cure in every case. Dr. Quack-. 
enbos can scarcely claim credit to any great 
amount of novelty in his reported dis- 
covery. 

‘We rely entirely upon suggestions—that 
is, words and sentences constantly repeated 
in the presence of the patient, which in time 
result in changing the patient’s line of 
thought and action into the channels de- 
eired. Frequently the insane person has 
functional troubles or hallucinations about 
food or drink that he refuses to be treated 
for. These are matters which are vital to 
health. In such cases the constantly re- 
peated suggestions result in changed 


thought and action, and the patient reme- 
dies his troubles without being himself 
aware that the impulses were the result of 
outside stimulation. 

“The theory on which the work is carried 
on is as follows: Every impression (suxg- 
estion) a man receives through his senses 
s stored up in ‘the minute cells of the 
brain. These celis are all in relation with 
one another, so that each impression is 
associated with those which have preceded 
jt through the same sense. These brain 
ceils are nourished by the blood, and are 
active or inactive according to the amount 
of blood supplied to them.

SARAH E. EDWARDS. 


The Defendants Are Wealthy People 
of Kansas and the Suit Recalls 
the Mysterious Disappear- 
ance of Their Daughter. 


CHICAGO, May 6.—Nicholas Bristow, 4 
young attorney, has filed two suits for $50,- 
000 damages in each case in the Superior 
Court for the alleged aleniation of the af- 
fections of his wife, Cora May Bristow, 
against her mother and father, Davis W. 
and Sarah E. Edwards, formerly of Horton, 
Kan. The defendants are wealthy, and are 
said to be the owners of many valuable 
tracts of land in Kansas, as well as prop- 
erty in this city. 

The suits are based upon the mysterloué6 
disappearance of Mrs. Bristow and her 5- 
year-old child, Donna, which took place in 
April, last year. The case attracted a great 
deal of attention at that time. After six 
months’ work the men detailed on the mys- 
tery by Chief of Detectives Luke P. Col- 
leran, succeeded in tinding the miesing wife 
and child in Cheyenne, Wyo. 

The plaintiff.now alleges that the disap- 
pearance of his wife was brought about by 
his mother-in-law and his father-in-law, tlie 
defendants against whom he: has brought 
his suits. Mr. Bristow alleges that he was 
married to Mise Edwards in Horton, Kan., 
in 1892, and from there went to Minneapolls, 
where he engaged in the newspaper busi- 
ness After two years he was admitted to 
the bar and came to Chicago, where he 
opened law offices and began to practice. 
He and his wife, with their baby, went tc 
the Bay State building, at Sixty-third street 
and Stony Island avenue, where they took 
up their residence, and they were shortly 
joined by Mr. and Mrs. Edwards, the 
parents of the wife. 

The life of the couple was an ideal one 
for a time, but in 1897, it is asserted, Mr. 
Bristow had occasion to take his wife se- 
verely to task for what he says he consider- 
ed improper conduct on her part. The 
trouble continued until April, 1898, when 
one evening Bristow returned to his home 
and found that his wife and child werc 
gone. The plaintiff says he went to his 
mother-in-law and stated his suspicions 
that all was not right in the matter. He 
alleges Mrs. Edwards laughed in his face 
and assured him he would never see either 
of his loved ones again. 

Bristow then went to Central Station 
and notified the police of the disappear- 
ance.

EVERYBODY MAY SOON BE ABLE 
TO MAKE IT IN 33 DAYS. 


New Line Opens Up a Productive 
Country for Settlement and Gives 
to Russia the Key to 
the East. 
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CHICAGO, May 6.—The Russian Minister 


burg dispatches as saying that there is no 
longer doubt that the Transsiberian road 
will be finished next year and that when 
it is completed it will be possible to make 
the trip around the world in 38 days. In 
this same dispatch Eremen js taken for the 
European starting point, for the reason 
that it is reached by steamer from New 
York; thence the route indicated is from 
Bremen to St: Petersburg in one and a half 
days, St. Petersburg to Viadivostock, ten 
days, Viadivostock to San Francisco by 
steamer, nine and one-half days; San Fran- 
cisco to Chicago, three and one-half days; 
Chicago to New York, one day; New York 
to Bremen, seven days. 

Should this longest railroad in the world 
be completed next year it will have been 
nine years in course of construction. The 
preliminary plan of its construction was 
outlined by the late Emperor Alexander III 
of Russia in his rescript addressed in May, 
1891, to the czarowitz. Surveys were made 
for portions of this continuous Transsibe- 
‘lan road in 1887-88. Designed .to begin at 
Chelabinsk, near the boundary between 
European and Asiatic Russia, it was to 
2nd in Vliadivostock on the Pacific ocean, 
and, together with the system of Russian 
railroads, was destined for connecting the 
Baltic sea with the Pacific. The total 
length. of the railroad in Asiatic Russia was 
djJesigned to be 4507 miles, and the total dis. 
tance from St. Petersburg to Viadivostock, 
or from the Baltic sea to the Pacific, was 
estimated at 6232 miles. This gigantic work 
has been prosecuted with marvelous vigor 
and steadiness and a year ago was declared 


io be nearing completion. 

Changes have been necessitated in the 
line by recent events in China—original- 
iy only one port on the Pacific was thuught 
of, Viadivostock, and that was to be 
reached, first, by a northerly and then by a 
southerly bend entirely through Russian 
territory. But owing to the interests ob- 
tained by Russia in Manchuria it was 
deemed inexpedient to follow the line as 
it was originally surveyed, and according- 
ly a new line direct from Irkutsk southwest

When the Buard of Equalization considered the question of 
taxing franchises, the Equal Tax Committee submitted a table 
showing that $400,000,000 in steam and street railroad, bridge 
and telegraph franchises escaped taxation. 

In the city of St. Louis alone the difference between the 
assessed value of the street railroads and the actual value of 
their dividend or interest bearing stocks and bonds bought and 
sold in the market, amounts to over $29,(00,000. 

When untaxed franchises of 
railroads, bridge and telegraph companies 


to steam railroads,’ street 


are added express, 
telephone, gas, electric light, conduit and other public fran- 
chiges the sum total will be enormous. It will not fall below 
$500,000,000 and will probably reach far beyond this figure. 

All of this vast property having an enormous earning ca- 
pacity, based upon the necessities of the people, has eschped 
taxation by the grace of the Legislature. None of the fran- 
chise values represent investment. Municipal franchises, in 
most cages, are the spoils of corruption. 

The State Treasury has been pressed for money. State 
needs are greater than the revenues, State institutions have 
beer ground down to the most economical basis. The State 
militia has been treated with niggardliness. 

Plain citizens without rich privileges have been taxed to the 
limit. Farmers, business men, home owners, wage workers, 
have been heavily burdened. The brewing interest, which 
has developed the wealth resources of the State, has been 
levied upon to supply the additional revenue required.

But the Senate cannot evade respongibility for the defeat of 
franchise taxation. A franchise tax bill can be passed if the 
Senate wants to pass one.

The Senate must vote on the question. It will pass upon 
it whether a direct vote is taken on a bill or not.

BUT FRICK’S DEAL STANDS. 


THE CARNEGIE COMPANY WILL 
DOMINATE THE TRADE. 


Eastern Stee] and Iron Men Have Do- 
cided to Bond Themselves To- 
gether in an Effort to Defeat 
the New Organization.

NEW YORK, May 6—Andrew Carnegie 
to-day confirmed the story of the purchase 
of his entire interest in the Carnegie Stee 
Co. by his co-partners. In London he made 
public the following statement: 

“Mr. Carnegie has given his young part- 
ners the terms on which he would be will- 
ing to sell and retire from business. He 
has no definite information as yet whether 
they are going to buy or not, but he thinks 
they will.’ ‘ 

There is no question fn the minds of Wall 
street men that the deal has been virtually 
completed, though the terms have not yet 
been officially announced. The most popu- 
lar theory is that Mr. Carnegle proposed an 
issue of bonds to the amount of $100,0.4),000, 
which would not only secure him against 
any loss, but which would relieve him of 
the obligations of a stockholder. 

It is said that Mr. Carnegie’s conserva-~ 
tive ideas were regarded as a restraint 
upon the development of the Carnegie Co. 
a.iong more modern lines, and that they 
have made him repeated propositions to sell 
out, but previously without result. At the 
time of the organization of the Federal 
Steel Co.. it is said that the Carnegie 
company would have been included, but for 
Mr. Carnegie’s objections, Now, it is as- 
serted the plan to take the entire steel 
trade of the United States into one com- 
plete monopoly, with an immense capitali- 
zation, may be abandoned. A prominent 
Wall street capitalist, who is a big stoca- 
holder in Woodie’ Steel and the Amalga- 
mated Copper Co., as well as a friend of 
Mr. Carnegie, said to-day: 

“IT do not believe now that the Federal 
Steel, American Steel & Wire, and the other 
companies will be included in the Carnegie 
combination. Federal Steel won't, <® in and 
Ameriean Steel & Wire can’t get in. 

“All the propositions have come from 
John W. Gates, who is an old enemy of 
the Carnegie Co., and has been especially 
bitter since the great fight between the Illi- 
nois Steel Co. and the Carnegie works, 
when the steel pool was dissolved in 1895 
and both concerns lost enormous sums, Il 
am told that Mr. Gates’ propositiong haye- 
not been accepted, though they had much 
merit in the eyes of some of the Carnegie 
partners. 

‘The real aim, I am told, of the new Car- 
negie combination, is to form a company 
which shall have very close relations with, 
if it does not actually combine with the 
great mills of Birmingham and Glasgow. 
A great part of the demand for rails and 
bridge iron is now coming from England 
and Scotland, and with a close agreement 
with the English and Scotch iron and 
steel mills the new Carnegie Co. would be 
able to dominate the steel trade of the 
whole world.”’ 

It is reported in Wall street that Mr. 
Carnec®’s antagonism to trusts was the 
cause of his solling out and that he intended 
te take a prominent stand with the party, 
which in 1%0 shall take the most aggres- 
sive position against trade combinations,

RIVAL IN THE FIELD. 


Eastern Iron and Steel Men Will Com- 
bine Their Interests. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 6.—Looking to 
the plant of the steel industry in the East, 
and with a view of offsetting the power- 
ful influence of the gigantic Frick trust, 
it was stated to-day on relfable authority 
that the Bastern steel and iron men have 
decided to bind themselves together into an 
organization with strength enough to defy 
any rival trust that could possibly be 
formed, and particularly the Frick combi- 
nation, which is ‘preparing to devour the 
business Of every company in sight. The 
eoncerns that do not propose to be either 
swamped or even intimidated are the Cam- 
bria Steel Co., Bethlehem Iron Works, 
Pennsyivania Steel Co., the Tide Water 
Stee] Co. and the Diamond Steel Co. 

In canvassing these alleged interested 
parties this afternoon, it is significant to 
note that in no single instance was there 
an absolute denial of the rumored consoli- 
dation.

Births Intervene, However, the Inter- 
est of Heirs Grow Smaller and 
the Will Can’t Be Settled. 


NEW YORK, May 6.—The fifth attempt to 

divide the estate of Frederick Havemeyer, 
who died leaving $3,000,000, has been or- 
dered by Surrogate iikman of White 
Plains. The four other attempts to divide 
the large estate have been frustrated by 
the birth of new heirs under the will. 8Sur- 
rogate Silkman now plans to head off fur- 
ther visits of the stork and has ordered J. 
Alvord Peck of Port Chester to settle the 
estate at an early date. 
Frederick C. Havemeyer ts one of the 
members of the Havemeyer family whose 
ancestry can be traced back 500 years to 
Herman Havemeyer, who lived in Buecke- 
burg, Germany, before 1600. Nearly a cen- 
tury ago William and Frederick Havemeyer 
astablished themselves in New York Clty. 
Frederick Havemeyer was the grandfather 
of Henry O. Havemeyer. Frederick C. 
Havemeyer moved to Westchester County 
‘n 1855. He was one of the founders of the 
firm of Havemeyer. Townsend & Co.. 
which afterward became Havemeyer & El- 
der, one of the largest sugar refining firms 
in the world. During the time that Frede- 
rick C. Havemeyer was out of business he 
applied himgelf to literature and travel. 
He died on his estate, Throgg’s Neck, on 
July 28, 1891. The estate he left was val- 
ved at $1,750,000, 

He left this granddaughter, Minnie H. 
Futt, $1000 as a mark of his appreciation, 
and directed that the remainder of the 
estate be divided into eight equal parts. 
The first part was to be invested for Fred- 
erick (. Havemeyer, Jr., of Throggs Neck, 
The other parts were for his sons, Theo- 
Jore A. of Rahway, N. J.; Thomas J. of 
Throggs Neck; Henry O. of Greenwich, 
Conr.; hig daughter, Mrs. Kate B. Belloni 
of No. 14 East Sixty-sixth street, this city, 
and his daughter, Mrs. Sarah 8.

Missouri Law Now a Come 
plete Bulwark. 


SAFEGUARDS ON. ALL POINTS, 


PROVISIONS FOR INJUNCTION,

Four Bills Made Laws at the Presents 
Session, It Is Believed, Give ths 
State All Power Needed 
for Prosecution.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 6—Miee 
sourl’s chain of anti-trust laws is noW cOMs. 
plete. By the passage of the Whaley anti 
trust bill Friday the scheme of Attorneye 
General Crow for giving the State authority 
to proceed against trusts was perfected, 

Four laws have been enacted by this 
Legislature, which when taken in conjunce 
tion with the laws in the Revised Statutes 
of 1899 and the session acts between that 
year and the present, make probably the 
most complete system of anti-trust laws 
on the statute books of any State in-the 
Union, and with these weapons in the hand 
of the State it only remains to’ be seen 


how powerful they are for the destruction 
of trusts {In Missouri. 


The first anti-trust law was passed in 
1889 and js included in the Revised Statutes 
of 1889. It is a general anti-trust law, pro- 
viding heavy penalties for its violation. 

The next law was passed in 1891, and is 
the one upon which the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals based its recent decision declare 


ing that debts owed a trust may be re 
pudiated. 


The next law is to be found in the ses- 
sion acts of 189, and the peculiar feature 
of this act is that an exception is made in 


the case of the Boards of Underwr 
St. Lou!s and Kansas City. atest 

In 1897 another anti-trust law was assed, 
but again exception waa made tor the 
benefit of the Boards of Underwriters. 

In 1899, during the present session. the 
first anti-trust bill passed was the one re- 
moving these exceptions and making the 
law genera! in its provisions. A bitter fight 
ageinet this bill was made by the Boards 
of Underwriters, but Senator Farris, the 
author of the bill. succeeded in pushing it 
through. 

Another anti-trust bill, introduced by 
Farris, but drafted by the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, was the next one passed, The meat of

PLANS FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF 
THE PHILIPPINES. 


The Natives“ Will Be Given an Oppor- 
tunity to Test Their Fitness for 
Office in Provincial 
Governments. 


MANILA, May. 6.—Some of the Filipino 
envoys admit that they are defeated. They 
gay Aguinaldo is discouraged and that 
many of his officers urge him to surrender 


his army. 


Gpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 6.—The Philippine 
gituation remains unchanged, s0 far as fhe 
officials of the State and War Departments 
have been advised. The belief is very gen- 
eral that at the conclusion of the advance 
of Gens. Lawton and MacArthur the Fill- 
pinos will surrender under the terms of- 
fered by Major-General Otis. Adjutant- 
General Corbin stated to-day he was well 
pleased with the progress being made by 
the American forces, and that he had no 
doubt but that the end of the war fs in 
sight. Amnesty will be granted all the 
rebels who surrender their arms, and the 
Philippine Commission will immediately be- 
gin the organization of the civil govern- 
ment, under the supervision of Major-Gen- 
eral Otis. The rebel leaders, wherever pos- 
sible, will be consulted with reference to 
contemplated reforms, and as fast as the 
natives demonstrate their ability to goOVv- 
ern themselves they will be given the op- 
portunity. With the exception of a list of 
casualties, no advices have been received 
to-day from either Gen. Ot.s or President 
Schurman of the Philippine Commission. 
From the press dispatches the officials be- 
lieve the pursuit of the rebels to the north 
4s going steadily on and will be continued 
until they are compelled to surrender. No 
uneasiness is now felt over the presence of 
an unusually large number of insurgents to

The statement that Aguinaldo has yield- 
ed and recognized sovereignty of the Un ted 
States in the Philippines is denied at the 
State Department.

have at last recognized the _ inevitable 
breakdown of their struggle, and are simply 
atriving, by protracting their resistance, to 
gecure the most liberal terms possible in 
the erection of a government in the Philip- 
ines. ; 
Tr hey have not in any diplomatic. sense 
acknowledged the sovereignty of the [ nited 
®Gtates: but have recognized the physical 
domination of our military forces, and 
while they have talked of independence 
even at the last moment, without doubt 
they will accept readily any ts 
Jooking to a protectorate. The Presidents 
fnstructions, however, are clear on this 
oint, and the commission understands 
hat it is to take no action In a way of 
making promises that will deprive Congress 
of a free hand in disposing of the future 
of.the Philippines. 

It is believed that an animating purpose 
fn the Filipino presentation is to make 
gure that whatever form of government Is 
adopted will afford lucrative and influential 

laces for tha many ambitious Philippine 

adere. The Administration sees nothing 
in this aspiration irreconcilable with a firm 
vernment over the islands by the United 
tates, the opportunity for the Filipinos 
being found in a liberal provision for mu- 
micipal and even provincial native govern- 
ment in the Island, United States officials 
operly distributed throughout the islands 
rvisory capacities, charged to in- 
re as little as possible with local af- 
fairs so long as they are conducted without 
abuses and a few garrisons of troops at 
Strategic points supported by a naval 
contingent, it is thought bv officials here, 
May prove to be all that is necessary for 
the eeffctive maintenance of the United 
States sovereignty over the islands, while 
Meeting the native aspirations for home 
rule.

American interests in e ippines are 
in good hands. Trust to 7.

The character of the natives does not, of 
course, commend itself highly to the re- 
spect of enlightened American and Euro- 
pean peoples; yet they are not without their 
virtues, and under firm and just rule, with 
their natural rights guaranteed to them, 
they can be made capable of much good. 

But th certainly have not that capaci- 
ty for self-government which would war- 
rant turning over the country to their civil 
and military control. They are not. as I 
have already said, united in their destre 
for autonomy and native self-government: 
and if Aguinaido and his fellows should 
be turned loose to manage the country and 
the government they would fall. 

The openings afforded in the Philippines 
for the employment of American capital 
are neither few nor unimportant, but Amer- 
icans of enterprise and capital should not 
be precipitate in planting themselves in our 
new possessions. ‘Fools rush in where 
angels fear to tread.”’ 

When it comes to considering the ques- 
tion of making a living and acquiring profit 
in that country through the labor of the 
hands, it must be borne in mind that the 
climate is a formidable obstacle to com- 
plete success. 

The attempt to supplant native labor 
cannot be accomplished without injustice, 
disturbance and possible revolution. Be- 
sides, the native laborers of the country 
have the natural and indefensible right to 
yey dee its labor so far as they are will- 
ng, qualified and able. 

he government of the Philippines will 
not be an easy problem, but nevertheless 
it is a problem which American genivs, 
justice and determination can solve. 

The government for the islands should be 
strong, firm, simple and as absolutely just 
as it is possible for human government to 
be. Our Government should not undertake 
to overrun the islands with a horde of civil 
officeholders and their hangers-on. It is, 
in the first place, not necessary, and, in 
the next place, would surely result in cor- 
ruption, extravagance, injustice and oppo- 
sition. 

A government largely military, at least 
for the immediate future, is the one best 
adapted to the country.

LOCKED IN FOR THREE MONTHS. 


ARRIVAL OF THE FIRST TRAIN 
CAUSES A JUBILEE. 


For Weeks the Citizens Were in Fear 
of Famine and Lives Were Lost 
by Those Who Attempted to 
Get Away From Town. 


BRECKENRIDGE, Colo., May 6.— 
Breckenridge is no longer snow-bound, the 
blockade of the Colorado & Southern Rail- 
road at this place, which has continued 
since Feb. 4, when the rotary and 12 en- 
ginés pulled out for Como, has been broken 
by the snow shovelers clearing the last 
mile and a half of track this week. 

Although the citizens here have had the 
edge of their enthusiasm somewhat dulled 
by the gradual approach of the snow train 
and by the break-down of the rotary on 


the steep grade on Nigger Hill, nearly 
opposite the town, when it was the general 
belief that the worst was over, they turned 
out, old and young, to greet the first train 
to arrive. 

A mass meeting, called by Mayor Formin, 
resulted in securing the additional men 
to shovel snow needed by the road. The 
rotary has now been repaired so that it 
will probably be able to work through from 
here to Dillon the rest of the winter. Snow 
renee 10 —_ 12 — high were encountered 
nh severai piaces along the line in opening 
the road to Breckenridee. wi 


When the blockade first became a settled 
fact and it was realized that with the 
best will in the world it would be impossible 
for the newly organized Colorado & South- 
ern Road to successfully ‘‘buck’’ the heavy 
drifting snows and an unusually severe 
winter, the people of the snow-bound towns 
in Summit County were somewhat alarmed, 
as none of the towrs were overstocked with 
provisions or feed. 

Many left on snowshoes for points from 
which they could reach Denver or Lead- 
ville, others tried bringing in provisions on 
hand sleighs, made with light, broad run- 
ners, but were forced to give that method 
up as too difficult. Public meetings were 
called and volunteers and money were 
found to dig a road over which sleighs 
could pass between Breckenridge and 
Como, the road being completed in spite 
of a blizzard between March 2 and 8 

It is estimated that over 20) tons of 
freight were hauled over the road, besides 
mail and passengers, before the April sun- 
shine melted it and put up the sign “no 
thoroughfare.”’ A pack trail for horses 
was broken from Ookomo and Robinson 
to Pando, on the Rio Grande line. Mail 
service was supplied by snowshoe and 
sleigh routes and the ‘‘snowed-in’’ settled 
down to discussing things good to eat and 
to wondering when the rotary would be in. 


When finally word was passed around 
that the snow train haa reached Rocky 
Point, about four and a half miles from 
here by rail, and was jn sight, its progress 
from day to day was eagerly watched both 
from town and from the snow banks along- 
side the train which were occupied by 
visitors of both sexes. 

As the train got closer the number of 
daily visitors increased until the day the 
break-down occurred on Nigger Hill, when 
the limit was reached, and a del'ghted 
crowd of school children swarmed all over 
the train. The snow train was kodaked 
from all sides. Mail and passengers were 
transferred to sleighs on top of Nigger 


For nearly three months the shriek of a 
locomotive whistle has been unheard in 
Breckinridge. Fora brief day in the latter 
part of January, that portion of the South 
Park from Como to Breckenridge was open 
and a trainload of provisions relieved a 
condition that threatened to become grave, 

Then the almost continuous storm which 
had drifted snowed and blown since early 
in December came up again and the road 
was blocked despite every effort of the 
rotary until to-day. 


The storm would not let up: it would no 
sooner subside when the wind would take 
the snow and blow it in great masses to 
drifts that were in themselves diminutive 
mountains. Twenty to thirty feet laid on 
a level in South Park, but 30 to 40 feet was 
heaped on the tracks leading out of Como, 

Breckenridge, except by the telegraph. 
was shrut off from communication with the 
outside world. One life it is known posi- 
tively was lost in the attempts made to 
snowshoe over the drifts into Como, al- 
though the statement has been made by 
the railroad telegraph operator and station 
agent at Boreas that there ‘s no doubt that 
several other bodies He forzen underneath 
the drift at the foot of Boreas Hill. 

Against the wish ane advice of the agent, 
young Loren Waldo struck out on snow- 
shoes from the warmth of the station at 
Boreas and made slow progress w:th his 
Norwegian skis down the hill. He disap- 
peared and has not been seen since. The 
supposition is that he froze to death. It 
was 30 degrees below zero. He probably 
sank on the snow from exhaustion and 
was covered over. A bitter cold wind was 
blowing and the snowshoer was young and 
inexperienced. His life was lost in an at- 
tempt to reach Como to take a train to 
Denver, where his wife and family were 
anxiously awaiting him. Already parties 
have been prosecuting a vigorous search, 
but without avail. 

It was a bitter winter, a dreary five 
months in Breckenridge. There were no 
amusements, and for awhile the fear of 
Starvation grew very near. Fresh meat 
and vegetables disappeared until bread and 
canned food, with bacon and potatoes, was 
all that was left. The stock of this grew 
very thin. There was no hay or grain: 
fe for horses was worth its —— in 

old. Stock was be'ng fed cereal break- 
ast food in small quantities. Oatmeal and 
cracked wheat was saved for the stable. 
Then it was bacon and coffee, with pre- 
cious little flour. 

When the storm subsided sufficiently to 
allow the snowshoers to cross with com- 
arative safety the condition was re- 
leved. A stage line was run from Grant, 
the terminus of the South Park Ra.lroad, 
for it was impossible in February and 
the early part of March to get there, to 
Como, and provisions and mail were 
shipped in by six and eight-horse sijeds. 
These were taken on snowshoes to Breck- 
enr.dge. A snowshoe mail service was also 
ordered from Washington in connection 
with the stage line, and mail was trans- 
ported from Como to the snow-bound 
towns.

AGHT MAY SOON ED, 


ST. CLAIR COUNTY WILL VOTE ON 
QUESTION OF COMPROMISE. 


AN ELECTION IS AUTHORIZED. 


Delegate Convention Agrees Tha’ 
Judges May Come Out of Hiding 
and Call for a Popular Vote, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OSCEOLA, Mo., May 6.—St. Clair County 
Judges may soon be able to come in out 
of the brush without falling into the hands 
of United States Marshals and being 
dragged off to Kansas City to pass the re- 
mainder of their official life in jail. The 
fight between the citizens of St, Clair 
County and the holders of railroad bonds 
issued by the county twenty-nine years ago 
was brought within the range of compro- 
mise to-day.

DECLINES TO SELL HIS SECRET. 


His Town Exercised Over the Discov- 
ery That, If True, Will Revolu- 
tionize Industry. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May 6.—Allegheny’s 
fame continues to grow and the genius of 
her sone cannot be hid beneath the, bushel.

Copper, as is well known, will not cor- 
rode when subject to the action of fresh 
Or salt water, Dut its softness, as at pres- 
ent, is a great drawback to its usefulness 
in the many ways in which it is used. 
Every other metal will corrode when sub- 
jected to the action of water and it is just 
there that Mr. Gottenthaeler Ag ore to 
make his strong play with the hardened 
copper and throw down his winning card. 
As prepared by him, as he claims, copper 
can be used for the boilers of steamships, 
the bottom of ocean-going vessels, for 
armor plate, and in fact for all kinds of 
machinery where other metals are now 
used and preferred, but where the finely 
tempered and hardened copper would be 
almost sure to be swhbstituted. Surgical 
inétruments would also come under the 
sway of what may be termed the new metal 
and a revolution be heralded in the metal 
markets ef the world.

Mr. Gottenthaeler, besides being a practi- 
cal worker in metals, is a good deal of a 
chemist and in his early days said that he 
profited much from the instructions he re- 
ceived from Baron Recschach in Baden, the 
Baron being a famous chemist and an ex- 
ert in many of the sciences. Grottenthae- 
er is certain that he has a corner on the 
metal market and his many friends on the 
North Side are quite excited over the pres- 
pects of his success in his fleld of dis- 
covery.

HE THINKS SHE. DROWNED.

Believing That She Is Dead, the 
Brave Watchman Has Almost 
Succumbed to Grief. 


Despair thas seized upon the heart of 
“Big Tom’’ Glaze, the night watchman. 
His wife has been gone a week; he can get 
no news of her and he has almost given 
up hope. So far is he downcast that he 
has broken up his little home at 710 Park 
avenue; he was selling off his furniture 
yesterday; the place is now the abode 
of desolation and “‘Big Tom,’’ whose heart 
is as big as he is, has sought a temporary 


refuge with his mother at 1534 North 
Eighth street, while his three little ones 
are in the Npiscopal Orphans’ Home. 

Kverybody in the southern part of town 
knows “‘Big Tom.” For years he has been 
night watchman in the district between 
Broadway, Third, Lafayette and Park ave- 
nue, and for years before that he walked 
beats along the levee from North St. Louis 
to Carondelet. With him always waiked 
peace and good order—he had both if he had 
to fight for them, and woe ‘be unto the 
man he fought! In all the years of his 
service, no word of complaint was ever 
murmured against him. Standing mot so 
tall, but weigning 29 pounas without an 
éfiort, he is as sinewy and strong as an 
athlete, yet as tender and gentie as a 
baby. All through his disctrict he is re- 
spected, even loved. 

“Big Tom’s’’ was a happy little home, 
with his wife and his two boys, with their 
baby sister, and the three rooms at 710 Park 
avenue were never clouded. Life was very 
pieasant to the big watchman, and no 
thought of evil penetrated the lightness of 
his heart. 

Then, last Monday, came the tragedy. 
Mrs. Glaze left home. She told Tom she 
was going to buy a carriage tor the baby 
girl. She took the three children to the 
home of Tom’s mother and left them, tell- 
ing her she was going down town. That 
was 3 o'clock last Monday afternoon, Since 
then she has not been heard of. 

Tom had gone out during the day, but 
he returned in the evening, to find the home 
nest deserted. Somewhat alarmed, he 
waited until dark, then set out for his 
mother’s. 

‘‘Is she here?’ he asked. 

“She has been, and gone; the children are 
here,”’ was the reply. 

Tom searched all that night for his wife 
in St. Louis, in North St. Louis and in 
Carondelet, but found no word of her. Not 
to this day has he come any nearer to 
doing so, either. One report said she had 
been seen near Seventh and Carroll, headed 
toward the river, and “Big Tom” believes 
she is dead—drowned—he knows not how, 
nor when. She has had fits of melancholy 
for three years past; perhaps in one of 
them, he thinks, she took her own life. 

But be she dead or alive, when Tom 
Glaze’s wife went away, she took the best 
part of Tom’s life with her.

Mitchell's division. lt was Col. Turchin 
and his men who achieved the honor of tak- 
ing possession of Bowling Green, Ky., 
Zr orn which place the rebel forces had 
ed. 

The command of Col. Turchin was then 
ordered to Nashville and Gen. Buell went 
to join Grant. Gen. Mitchell wag left in 
command at Nashville, with Col, Turchin 
second tn command. The post was estab- 
lished to protect the country south of Nash- 
ville. Memphis and Charlestown were then 
in possession of the rebels, and they were 
in force at Corinth. After the battle of 
Shilah and the army had advanced upon 
Corinth, Col. Turchin persuaded his com- 
mander, Gen. Mitchell, to make a raid upon 
Hunisvilie and take possession of the rail- 
road between Decatur and _ Bridgepart. 
This was the road which furnished the 
rebel forces their communication with the 
base of supplies at Corinth. The raid was 
one of the most successful coups of the 
war, and the rebel forces were compelled 
to fall back around Chattanooga. The 
Federal forces being in possession of the 
railroad, their means of communication 
with the army in the field was cut off. 

When Col, Turchin’s command took pos- 
session of Huntsville they found there 17 
locomotives and 140 cars, besides an im- 
mense amount of supplies. This feat won 
for himself and his commander the praise 
of the entire country. it was at this time 
that his famous controversy with Gen. 
Buell occurred. 

The policy of the War Department had 
been up to this time to make war with the 
rebels in the field, but to protect their 
property at home. The education of Col. 
Turchin in the Russian army caused him to 
realize the folly of such a policy, and both 
his forces and those of Gen. Mitchell were 
permitted to subsist upon what they found 
in the country when their supplies were not 
promptly forwarded. While a great deal 
of provender was seized in this manner 
the soldiers always gave vouchers to the 
people for what they took. However, this 
course was not approved of by Gen, Buell 
and he ordered Col. Turchin and many of 
the regimental officers with him to he 
court martialed. 

The court martial was in progress and 
the Northern papers were filled with re- 
ports denouncing the course of Gen, Buell. 
At this time fhe War Department taok 
eognizance of the service rendered by Coal. 
Turchin in his raid upon Huntsville, and he 
received his commission as Brigadjer-Gen- 
eral. Gen. Mitchell was made a Major- 
General for his part in the matter. his 
recognition by the President put an end to 
the court-martial proceedings, and com- 
pletely vindicated Col. Turchin. It also 
Ppresaged the downfall of Gen. Buell, for 
after his first reverse. which happened at 
Perryville, he was retired.

IT MAY MEAN MILLIONS TO A 
WOMAN OF DENVER. 


A MILLION POUNDS AT STAKE. 


Whole Question Hinges on the Habit 
of the Welsh in Changing 
Their N&@mes. 


DENVER, Colo., May 6.—If James Tyson, 
the multi-millionaire Welechman, who died 
in Australia two weeks ago, proves to be 
John Roberts of Festinog, Merionetshire, 
North Wales, Mra. Tyson Willlams of Den- 
ver will quit keeping boarders. It will not 
be necessary any longer, for she will come 
into a snug fortune of 1,000,000 pounds. 

Tyson was a cattleman, whose interests 
were scattered all over Australia. He died 
an old bachelor and, intestate, leaving an 
estate of 8,000,000 pounds. 

The Government of Australia is now look- 
ing up the heirs and they are many. If the 
James Tyson whose death is reported 
proyes to he the person Mrs, Willlamg has 
in her mind, there are only two heirs, Eli- 
gabeth Roberts, her mother, and another 
her uncle, for Mrs. Williams thinks that 
the intestate bachelor was her mother’s 
brother. Should this proye to be the case 
Mrs. Williams’ share should be about §3,- 
000 000. 

In 1846 John Roherts left Festinag for 
Australia. He left a _  ~gister, Blizabeth 
Roberts, and a brother. In 1862 he returned 
to his native place. When he went back to 
Australia he took the name of James Tyson 
Roberts. 

His reason ‘for changing his name is not 
known. He had a cousin in Australia, a 
wealthy man, named James Tyson, and it 
may be that this had something to do with 
changing of his name, as it ig not unusual 
for a Welchman to make alterations of 
this kind. A child is srequentiy given the 


full name of a great grandparent, although 
it may not be at all the same as the name 
of his father. 

For instance, Mrg. Williams’ father’s 
name was William Jones and her mother’s 
name was Elizabeth Roberts. Elizabeth 
Robert's parents were named Lewis Robd- 
erts and Mary Tyson. Mrs. Williams was 
named Mary Ann Tyson after her grand- 
mother. One brother was called Lewis 
Jones Roberts and the other two sons took 
the name of Jones. When Mrs. Williams 
or Mary Ann Tyson, came to the United 
States she, too, took the name of Jones, 
in order to avoid the questions usually 
asked her by people who knew her two 
brothers, Jones and Roberts, and couldn't 
understand why they should have different 
names. 

So when John Roberts of Festinog got 
to Australia it was a very small matter to 
him to become James Tyson Roberts, or 
James Tyson, for reasons of his own that 
matter little.

MRS. BELL NOW IN CONTRO}. 


Remarkable Negress Who Studied Law 
and Assisted in Prosecuting 
Senator Sharon. 


SAN FRANCISCO, May 6—‘*Mammy” 
Pleasant, the old megro woman who, for 
15 years, has managed the rich Bell estate, 
and who furnished money to Sarah Althea 
Hill to carry on her notorious divorce suit 
against, Senator Sharon, has been evicted 
from the Bell mansion in this city. 

Mrs. Bell, the widow of the millionaire 
bamker, it is declared, has regained control 
of her property, and has shaken off the 
evil influence of the old negress, who has 
used the big estate for her own selfish pur- 
poses. Others declare that the eviction of 
Mrs. Pleasant is simply a device to avoid 
the payment of debts, and that Mrs. Beil 
ceuldn’t recaver so suddenly from the state 
of tutelage in which she has been kept. 

All the creditors of Mrs. Bell have united, 
amd will petition that she be declared in- 
solvent. Their claims amount to about §$30,- 
000. They will show that the estate, which 
is valued at $2,000,000, is in danger of ruin, 
ag no legal effort is made to-save the prop- 
erties on which the mortgages are held, and 
that several valuable pieces of real estate 
bring in no revenue, as the proceeds are

This woman is now 8&8 years old. Before 
Bell died she wag factotum in his family, 
and when he died she became actual man- 
ager of the household, and gained such an 
ascendency over Mrs. Bell that the latter 
gave her a power of attorney. She had 
certain pieces of property conveyed to her- 
self for alleged valuable consideration, and 
she handled all the revenues of the estate. 
She studied law, and became more than a 
match for those who tried to oust her. She 
took up Sarah Althea nad gave her thou- 
sands of dollars to press her suit against 
Sharon, and she alavays sat beside Sarah 
in court. Last yeaf an effort was made by 
the eldest son of Bell to deprive her of the 
management of his mother’s property, Lut 
without. success. Now the insolvency pra- 
ceedings will bring the whole matter into 
court, and will probably free the estate 
from the old megress’ clutches Mammy 
Pleasant came here from New Orleans, and 
many assert she is a voodoo woman.

MURDER HIS BUSINES 


THIS THE CHARGE AGAINST A 
MULATTO UNDER ARREST. 


HIRED BY THE MACQUEREAUX. 


His Task, It Is Thought by the Police, 
Is to Remove Women in the 
Way of the Society. 


DPNVER. Col., May 6.—Harry Harrison, 
alias Wilson, the mulatto who is supposed 
to be the assassin hired by the Macqueér- 
eaux when any old, useless or dangerous 
woman in their bondage is to be “removed,” 
has been re-arrested in California. Harri- 
son was arrested last week at San Fran- 
cisca for rabbing a woman. He was then 
recognized as the man who had etrangled 
several women there. Chief of Police Lees 
of that city at first refused to believe that 
he was the strangler, and, merely charged 
him with larceny. The Chief of Detectives 
protested against such a trifilng charge 
against so desperate a man, but he was 
obliged to do as his superior officer told 
him. Harrison’s bail was fixed at $1000, 
which he furnished, and immediately left 
the city, and the bonds were found to be 
worthless. 

After Harrison left San Francisco Chief 
Lees received information concerning the 
Suspect that caused h.m to change his 
mind completely. Instead of belleying Har- 
rison to be a petty larceny thief he now 
thinks “he is the famous strangler wanted 
in different cities on the charge of murder. 
What this information is, Chief Leeg guards 
as a secret, 

Harrison has always been able to furnish 
bonds, when he got into trouble, no matter 
what city he was in at the time, and there 
was always something mysterious and un- 
derhanded about this matter. In Denver, 
for instance, he skipped his bond, and ino 
one has yet been able to discover ho 
signed it. When he disappeared, it disap- 
peared. He always has plenty of moneyion 
his person and spends it in a manner that 
makes him friends. The Macquereaux fra- 
ternity can command millions of dollars, 
and hesitates at nothing. When the “Macs” 
want to get rid of a person they simply 
hire a murderer to do the killing. Thig is 
believed to be Harrison's job. The frater- 
nity protects him, 

Naturally the mulatto gets well paid for 
his work, and the proternity aids him to 
escape on all occosions. His stealing in- 
clinations the police believe come to him 
naturally, and knowing that he will have 
all possible aid of the Macquereaux, he 
takes long chances and gets out of his 
trouble with very little effort.

of affrighted monkeys, the scolding of par- 
rots, the howls of alinking curs, and then 
in the wake of the victors arises the smoke 
and’ fame of burning huts. Add to this 
andemonium the hoarse yells of the com- 

tants, the cries of homeless women and 
children, the groans of the wounded, the 
set faces of the dead, and one may have 
a faint conception of a small engagement 
in a tropical land.

‘‘While on the trapeze one afternoon Miss 
Turvour was complimented by one of the 
clowns on her work. The voice struck her 
as familiar, but not until afterward did she 
learn that the speaker was her lost brother

“After they had left France he had 
started home and while they were search- 
ing for him, he was searching for his fa- 
ther and sister. The trio are with us 
now.’’

Dr. Brau Recounts Result of 
Experiments. 


INCCULATION THE PROCESS. 


HE IS THE SsCIENTIST WHO IS0O- 
LATED THE MICROBES. | 


Just Now He Is Experimenting on An- 
imals and in Six or Eight Months 
Will Be Able to An- 
nounce Results. 


PARIS, May 6.—Dr. Edouard Brau, the 
expert in cancer microbes, is a_ stout 
Frenchman of middle height, with a large, 
good-natured face and short-cropped, stilf, 
upstanding hair. His smile is broad and 
slow, and there are curious reticences in 
his speech, as if he had something wrong 
with his throat or chest. 

Technically speaking, Dr. Brau, as he 
stated in the Presse Medicale af Feb, 2, 
has beeu able, after a great- number of 
experiments with ‘‘carcinomes,”’ or cuttings 
from cancer patients, to “isolate regularly 
a fungus which apparently belongs to the 
family of Ascomycetes.” 

Popularly speaking, he has been able to 
separate and recognize a fungus microbe 
in the tumors of cancer patients which it 
is probable he will in six or eight months 
be able to produce in animals and atten- 
uate or weaken for purposes of human in- 
oculation. .

his works. It says: 

‘““Nothing whatever about wireless teleg- 
raphy has given the smallest indication it 
is going to supplant wires. It simply fills 
awant. Wireless telegraphy may maintain 
communication with outlying iskands when 
cables break down. It did so by the Post- 
office with the Island of Mull, in 1895, be- 
fore Marconi was hear of, but is not going 
to replace one single cable between Great 
(Britain and the Continent. 

‘“‘Marconi’s system has now been before 
the poss nearly two years, but we have 
not heard anything new, from a scientific 
point of view, since first published. The last 
report is that it is possible to direct sig- 
nais to one selected point. Two years 
ago it was gaid to be able to do the same 
thing. The fact is, we have in these re- 
peated sensational experiments a pure 
scientific apparatus boomed by financial 
speculators for their own individual gain, 
and not for the benefit of the public.” 

Mr. Preece, consulting electrician to -ne 
English Postoffice, takes the same line in 
almost identical language. He says: 

““There can be no question of the value 
of the Marconi system for lightships, iso- 
lated light houses and for naval or military 
purposes, but for commercial uses, vol | 
as telegraphic communication with France, 
itis at present nowhere. A single Marconi 
circuit cannot transmit more than 20 words 
per minute.’’ 

Engineer officers, detailed by the French 
Government, are declared to have said in 
their report ¢hat while Marconi’s experi- 
ments have proved of certain value in 
special circumstances and undoubtedly 
promise great advantage in communicating 
with lightships and lighthouses, as well as 
ships at sea, its application to long dis- 
tance work or for commercial purposes has 
yet t> be demonstrated.

Lord iBurton, the millionaire head of an

REYCMET SOUT 


FIRST BREAK IN THB LOUBET 
CABINET. 


PARIS, May 6.—M. Charles de Freycinet 
to-day tendered hig resignation to M. Du- 
puy, the Premier, of the portfolio of war. 
M. Dupuy imenediately summoned a meet- 
ing of the Cabinet, which M, de Freycinet 
did not attend. 

At the conclusion of the Cabinet meeting 
M. Dupuy had a conference with President 
‘Loubet with the result that M. Camille 


Krantz, at present Minister of Public 
Works, was appointed to succeed M. de 
Freycinet. 

Senator Moustier has been selected to suc- 
ceed M. Krantz as Minister of Publie 
Worka. 

There were turbulent scenes in the Cham- 
ber of Deputies yesterday. M. de Freyci- 
net, then Minister of War, became very 
angry and refused to reply to interrogations 
of the Deputies. 

The cause of the scene was the removal 
of Prof. Duruy from the position in the 
Polytechnic Military School by the Minis- 
try of War, because of his Dreyfus senti- 
ments. 

M. Camille Krantz, the new Minister of 
War, said in the course of an interview to- 
day that he fully realizes the difficulties 
surrounding the office to which he has been 
appointed, but he declared that he had a 
perfectly open mind with regard to the 
Dreyfus matter. He never had been con- 
nected with the affair. 

It is understood that M. Krantz will 
cleanse his department of every one who 
was mixed in any way with Dreyfus. 

M. De Freycinet’s resignation was a great 
surprise to French politicians, but it is the 
general impression that he was anxious to 
escape a probable debacle in the near fu- 
ture.

Got $300, Came to St. Louis and Was 
Caught Last Night Stealing 
From a Machine Store. 


While making the rounds of his beat at 
7 o’clock last night, Private Watchman 
Barney Klebourn noticed a man emerge 
from the machine shop of Charles F.

JEALOUSY WAS THE CAUSE. 


A SURGEON’S SCALPEL WAS THE 
WEAPON HE USED. 


Slayer Comes of One of the Best Fam- 
ilies in Indiana and Both Father 
and Wife Seek to Save Him 
From Hanging. 


GWITZ CITY, Ind., May 6.—The murder 
of Mrs. Malissa Skinner by Dr. Ephraim 
EFlisworth Gray, in December, at Bloom- 
field, was one of the most sensational af- 
faire in the criminal history of Greene 
County. Dr. Gray is a skilled physician, 
whose family connections are of the high- 
est. He has an estimable wife, and is the 
father of one child. His victim was the 
divorced wife of Richard Spears, a beaut!- 
ful young woman, happy and contented 
until Dr. Gray came into her life. Their

acquaintance began as the result of a pro- 


fessional call. It was a case of immediate 
‘attraction on Dr. Gray’s part, and he fol- 
‘lowed the woman with such persistence 


that a separation from her husband fol- 
lowed, while Dr. Gray was also estranged 
from his own family. After the separation, 
Mrs. Spears resumed her maiden name of 
Skinner. Dr. Gray’s love for the woman 
continued the overpowering passion of his 
life, and he was intensely jealous of any 
courtesy on her part to other persons. This 
jealousy wearied the woman, and she began 
to show a coolness which aroused Dr. Gray 
into numerous threats against her life. De- 
cember 2 last, he discovered that she con- 
templated a visit ta Bedford, and, surmis- 
ing, in his jealous rage, that she had an 
appointment with a rival, he armed himself 
with a surgeon’s scalpel and lay in am- 
bush, 

The two were seen to meet near a saw- 
mill, behind which Dr. Gray had concealed 
himself, and his manner indicated that he 
‘was expostulating with her, as she several 
times tried to pass him. Suddenly he pro- 
Guced the keen-edged instrument, and, with 
professional skill, thrust it several times 
into her breast and neck, the point each 
time striking a vital place. Her death oc- 
curred instantly, and almost without a

struggle, witnesses close by arriving in 
time only to witness the last breath depart 
from her body. After the murder Dr. Gray 
coolly wiped the scalpel on her cloak, re- 
placed the weapon in his pocket and started 
up town. Becoming alarmed at the demon- 
strations, he jumped on a dray and ordered 
the drayman to gallop to the jail, where he 
surrendered himself to the sheriff and was 
locked up. One hour later he was secretly 
@pirited out of Bloomfield by the sheriff 
to avoid mob violence, and he was trans- 
ferred to the Reformatory at Jefferson- 
ville, where he remains in safe keeping. 
The murder was not unexpected by those 
familiar with Dr. Gray's jealous disposi- 
tion and dissipated habits, and after the 
first flurry had subsided there was a dispo- 
sition to let the law take its course. When 


he surrendered to the Sheri te tcagically 
exclaimed: “I've killed inc woman,’ ang 
when asked what one, shouted, “The wom- 
an—there is but one.”

GOLINSKY MEANS TO REVOLU- 
TIONIZE. SHIPBUILDING.

BUILT LIKE THE ARROW HEAD. 


By Means of Forward Propellors He 
Expects to Lessen Resistance 
and Increase Speed. 


NEW YORK, May 6.—Capt. Mark Golin- 
sky, an American citizen, but a resident of 
Bermuda, has invented an arrow-headcd 
6teamship which he believes ia destined to 
make a clean eweep of all the models now 
floating. ‘It will be a knock-out. It wiil 
revolutionize the style of steamships all 
over the world,” said the Captain, in de- 
scribing his type of vessel yesterday. 

He claims for his invention the elemente 
of increased safety, economy and speed. 
The arrow-head will extend back one- 
third of the distance from the bow’to the 
Stern. The arrow shape will be apparent 


| to the observer principally when the veséel 


is in drydock, as the shape from the water 
line up and at the rail will] much resemble 
the ordinary type. ° 

There will be three propellers, one at the 
stern and one at each barb of the arrow. 

“It is important to get rid of the wave 
of resistance before the midships section, 
£0 ae to insure a viean run aft and avoid 
the friction of water against the side,” says 
the Captain. = 

“Nature hag constructed the fish on this 
model. The greatest resistance is at the 
forward part of the fish, and Ite principal 
meuns of propulsion are the fins just back 
of the gills. 

“Now, my ship can be steered without 
a rudder, or steering gear. She will have 


© very slight roll, and the propellers cannot 
race, thereby insuring less than ordinary 
danger from break-down. In case of mis- 
hap to rucder or steering gear she couil 
etlil be guided to either gide by stopping 
one propeller forward and keeping the stern 
propeller going.”’ 

In regard to economy, Capt. Gelinaky ar- 
gues that if you have a W-loot iog to 
move, a distribution of power to three parts 
of the long object, where you have resist - 
ance to overcome, means a greater increase

The town surrounded by the stone 
wall is On a@ l.ttle eminence, 

rhe church was crowded with the en- 
emy. Before tis men got in range they 
had to croes the river and the surgeon who 
was acting as papa’s adjutant said there 
were p.enty of rafts for the officers, but 
that papa plunged in with his men and the 
Water was up to his breast. 

When they got over the General sent 
pa an order to take .the trenches in 
ront of the town, and then charge thc 
wall and storm the place.

ng. 

‘the Pres'dent expects to be much bene- 
fited by h's trip to the Virginia Hot €prings, 
for which piace he will ieave the city on 
ionday and remain away for about two 
weeks. 

This trip was determined upon at the 
urgent solicitation of Dr. Rixey and Mrs. 
McKinley. Visitors to the Executive Man- 
sion notice the change in the President. 
While he is as bright and enthusiastic as 
ever, he is very nervous. Every possible ef- 
fort is taken to keep him quiet. Coupled 
with his present ailments he has suffered 
severely from neuralgic pa‘tns. These have 
materially contributed to his sleeplessness. 
‘lhe statement is officially made at the 
Iixecutive Mansion that the President's jli- 
ness ‘s not serious. 

There is no foundation for the statements 
that he is in danger of breaking aow.n. 


SWEATSHOPS THE CURSE. 


Secretary White Says the Most Costly 
Clothing Is Cheapest Made. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 6.—Henry White of 


New York, secretary of the Garment W>rk- 
ers Association of America, testified bve- 
fore the Industrial Commission to-day reia- 
tive to the relations between organized l.- 
ber and the clothing trade. After spcaking 
of the condition of the assutiation and the 
effects on its strikes, he yaili the present 
factory law in New York is, tn hts opinion, 
the best of any State in the Union. He 
denounced the subcontractor system. These 
petty contractors, he sald, take work s% 
cheaply they are obliged to have ithe work 
done at the lowest possible figures. 

Mr. White said: “The best class of cils- 
tom-made clothing is made under tie worst 
eweating conditiona. A ait ef elotnes 10 
cost the wearer $76 Will be sent to one of 
these sweating-shops “from the handsome 
store on Fifth avenue, and a man, wife and 
child will work on it for a week, fourteen 
or sixteen hours a day, and will get $12 
for it. The best stores on Fifth avenue 
send their goods to these sweating-shops; 
many of them have small shops in the rear 
of their stores, where they say their work 
js done, but really a very small part of it 
is done there. Some of the tailors had done 
their work in their shops, but gradually 
the ree prices attracted them to sweat- 
shops. he finest made cuatom clothing in 
New York is more apt to be made in the 
sweat-shops than are the nearer grades, 
which can frequently be made in immense 
quantities in factories cheaper than by pul- 
ting them out.”

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READY TO PROTECT AMERICANS 
IN NICARAGUA. 


WARSHIP TO REMAIN THERE. 


British Consul-General Appointed to 
Receive the Protested Taxes of 
American Merchants. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, May 6-—The difficulties 
with the Nicaraguan Government are now 
believed to be in a fair way toward diploma- 
tic settlement. The State Department to- 
day received advices from Minister Merry, 
dated Port Limon, Costa Rica. Minister 
Merry advised that he had made arrange- 
ment with the Nicaraguan Government 
whereby the duties upon imports, which 
the American merchants paid to the revo- 
lutionary government and for which tne 
present regime demanded payment, shall be 

aid to the British Consular-Generail at 

luefields. He will bé the custodian of the 
funds pending a diplomatic settiement of 
the rights of the Nicaraguan Government to 
twice levy duties upon the Americans. 

The Department of State nad advised the 
American merchants to pay the duties de- 
manded under protest, but the officials of 
the Nicaraguan Government declined to re- 
ceive the money in this manner. The 
Americans then declined to make the pay- 
ment under any circumstances. The sitiua- 
tion- was becoming alarming and Minister 
Merry was asked to visit Bluefielde and en- 
deavor to arrange matters. The appoint- 
ment of the British Consul-General was his 
own suggestion and has ths full approval 
of the State Department. The situation 
there was regarded as extremeiy -ritical for 
a time, particularity in view of the with- 
holding of official dispatches for the State 
and Navy Departments. It .s probable the 
Nicaraguan Government will rece!ve an uiti- 


matum demanding & disavowal of these 
acts. 
At the State Department it was an- 


nounced that an Aenerican wirship would 
remain in the vicinity of Bluetields for 
some months. The constant revolutions and 
> pe of government render the property 
and lives of American citizene unsafe. 
The Detroit will return after coaling at 
Colon and wiil remain unti! relieved by the 
Vixen, which should reach there in about 
three weeks.

HAS NO DESIRE TO CONTINUE 
THE AGITATION.

WASHINGTON, May 6—Unless Secre 
tary Alger adds fuel to the fire, peace and 
quiet will once more prevail at the War 
Department. The President hopes for a 
termination of all controversies with the 
promulgation of the report of the Court of 
Inquiry. Intimations come from anti-Miles 
sources that Secretary Alger will seek to 
continue his antagonism to Gen. Miles, but 
whether the Secretary of War has inspired 


these intimations cannot be stated in his 
absence. Those who have bitterly opposed 
the commanding General are disappointed 
to learn that the President does pot in- 
tend to take any action inimical 10 Gen. 
Miles’ interest at this time as a result of 
the beef inquiry, and are responsible for 
the rumors that Gen. Merritt ig io succeed 
Gen. Miles, Officials who are well pos:ed 
have made most vigorous denials of all re- 
ports, and state, as the Post-Dispatch has 
said, that the senor Major-General is not 
to be disturbed in his present position. As 
for Gen. Miles, it is understood that he 
has no desire to continue the agitation of 
the matters that have caused differences 
to arise between authoritative heads of the 
army, but feels that he can rest content 
under the belief that he has only done 
what duty impelled, whether approved by 
the court or not. His friends say it is as 
displeasing to the General as to any one 
else to be forced to engage in any contro- 
versy, but that he is fearless to act when 
his duty is clear. While a reconciliation 
between Alger and Miles may not be pos- 
sible, yet personal relations need not in- 
terfere with business relations, and friends 
of Gen. Miles say he is too broad-m'iad«d 
to permit such a state of affairs. Thus it 
rests with the Secretary of War to #ay 
whether strife is to be perpetuated at the 
War Department. Should te ineist upon 
the assignment of another Major-General 
at the head of the army, he woul) force 
Gen. Miles to fight, when it would devolve 
upon the President to choose between Al- 
ger and Miles, for should Alger's dernands 
be not acceded to his position in the Cab- 


inet would become untenable. 


CUBAS DARK OUTLOOK 


GEN. LACRET SEES NO HOPEFUL 
INDICATIONS. 


HAVANA, May 6.—Utterances by Gen. 
Lacret and other of the dssembly leaders 
are published here to-day which might be 
regarded as intending to inflame the minds 
of the Cubans against the United States 
and to incite them to outlawry. Gen. La- 
cret is quoted as saying that, while he has 
no doubt of the honorable intentions of 
the United States towards the’ Cubans, 
troubles and misunderstandings arise 
through the ignorance of departments us 
to the conditions in Cuba. The General is 
also reported to have said that he could 
not see how the lower classes would be 
able to live ig | the year. The crops are 


now harvested, business is dull and in- 
dustries at a standstill. The capital of 
the islanders is hoarded while foreign 


capital is timid. The General said he was 
confident that starving Cubans would soon 
be obliged to steal in order to keep body 
and sou] together and that were they ‘10 
steal his property he could not blame them, 
As for the $38,000,000 sent from the United 
States as payment of Cuban soldiers, the 
money would soon be spent in saloons and 
give no substantial help. 

Talk like this, which is repeated by other 
prominent Cubans, is believed to be caus- 
ing outlawry. 

Strikes are spreading. The stevedores at 
Cienfuegos have again quit work. 

Gen. Wilson has ordered that the reser- 
voirs and tanks of the Cienfuegos aque- 
duct be cleaned. They are in a filthy con- 
dition and to that source is attributed @ 
large percentage of the illness in Cien- 
fuegos. 

The Sisters of Charity of Matanzas, wh” 
have been occupying the home owned by 
Benficiencia, a charitable society, have 
been ordered to move out. Major-General 
Brooke, the Governor-General of Cuba, was 
asked to intervene and telegraphed to the 
Beneficiencia officials, forbidding the ex- 
pulsion of the nuns, who are under Ameri- 
can protection. 

Fifteen districts, comprising 70 villages, 
have petitioned for authority to build wag- 
on roads, to establish communication be- 


tween various points to furnish needed em- 


loyment for laborers. 
PT is four months to-day since the Stars 
and Stripes were raised over Morro Castle. 

The chief benefit American occupation 
has brought about thus far is the sanitary 
improvement. 

The harbor has been cleaned as well as 
the streets. The slaughter house nuisance 
at the upper end of the bay has been abated 
and the basin, that for years has been 
known as “Dead Man's Creek,’”’ is deing 
purified. Garbage is burred now, and an 
electrozone plant is being put up for street 
sprinkling. 

Havana has been so far this season un- 
usually free from sickness. A year ago 


‘vellow fever cases were counted by the 


hundred. To-day there js not a case. Therw 
have been only éight cases on the isianl 
since Jan. 1, and these were mld, due prin- 
cipally to contagion from outside the island. 

tn January more than 100,00 rations 
were distributed to starving Cubans; now 
only about one-third of that amount its 
needed. Cuban Postmaster General Rath- 
born has returned to the Ftates for a short 
visit after having tnaugvrated a complete 
aml highly satisfactory postal service 
throughout the island. 


MISSOURI IN THE LEAD. 


This State and Kansas Preduced 4v,- 
886 Tons of Lead. 

WASHINGTON, May 6.—During the year 
1898 Missourl smelters produced from ore 
raised in Missouri and tn Kansas 40,386 net 
tons of pig lead, Kansas smelters turning 
out 1466 net tons, while lowa made 795 tons. 
Besides this the large silver lead smelters 
purchased ores in Missouri, Kanens, Wis- 
consin and Illinois; the lead contents of 
the Missouri! and Kansas ores treated were 
10.308 net tons, while Wisconsin is edited 
with 1178 net tons and Illinols with 20e net 
tons. The whole group of States, there- 
fore, made a whole sSunage of pig lead of 
54.341 net tons in 1998. Of this (otal °7,444 
tons were produced by the larg? plants in 
Southeast Satesouri. the St. Joseph, Cen- 
tral, Mine la Motte and Desioge, at ‘heir 
own smelting works, An additioaal quan- 
tity was smelted by rianta in tre Bt.

Explorer Fewkes Will Hunt 
for a Lost Race. 


TREASURES ALREADY FOUND. 


THE RESULT OF EXCAVATIONS iN 
DEATH VALLEY. 


Dr. Fewkes Has Learned Much of the 
History of the Strange People 
Who Once Inhabited That 
Now Arid Region. 


WASHINGTON, May 6—Dr. J. Walter 
Fewkes, the noted archeological explorer 
of Washington, who by his recent discov- 
eries in the Southwest won for himself the 
title of “tthe Schliemann of the new worid,” 
is going to excavate another mass of 
buried treasuré which he believes to Ile 
beneath the parched sands of Arizona, 
The region into which he will shortly peue- 


trate lies in the weird valleys and among 
the treacherous cliffs of the numerous 
arallel mountain ranges running diagonal- 
y across Northeastern Arizona into New 
Mexico. 

Dr, Fewkes has lived among the Zuni at 
the lower end of the trails and with the 


weird Hopi people above. He has béen 
admitted to their sacred priesthoods, and 
is known to them under an aboriginal 


name. They have ¢onfided to him the tra- 
ditions handed down through the centuries 
by ancestors. 

The most probable theory as to the 
origin of those people is that they re- 
sulted from an overflow of the ancient 
Mexican peoples—the same frontier culture 
which included the Aztecs. 

They once reached a remarkabls staze 
of civilization. Their cities were built of 
stone. They were short and broadheaded, 
resembling the Chinese or Japanese more 
than any other race. They wore their 
hair long and straight. Both men and 
women clothed themselves in kilts and 
sandals woven from the fiber of the cen- 
tury plant. They were an agricultural peo- 
ple, who probably deserted the valley be- 
cause of the rising of akali to the top of 
their soil as the result of thefr mastery 
of irrigation, or they may have been driven 
out by wandering tribes from the North. 
One clan of the Hopi people seems to have 
descended from them. [xecavations near 
the Zuni country show similarities to the 
latter. 


The largest ruins are buried along the 
water-courses of the rivers. The migra- 
tion of the ancient people seems to have 
followed these courses. The country is 
wild and mountainous, a jumbled mass 
of parched soil and rock formation. 
cross many of the cliffs is impossible. 
Two years ago Dr. Fewkes, with his as- 
sociate, Dr. Hough, acting upon the tra- 
dition that a mound of buried treasure 
lay near the point where the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad bridge crosses 
the Little Colorado, resorted to this spot 
and after a month of digging excavat 
more than they had anticipat They une 
covered what had been a large settlement 
of many houses, built like cells of a mam- 
moth beehive, one upon another, towering 
= into a truncated pyramid of four stories. 
The entrances were in the tops. 

There were no relics which might indl- 
cate that the occupants had ever seen the 
whites or learned any of their arts. The 
entire populace appeared to have deserted 
rather than to have suffered violent exter- 
mination by enemies or the elements. Mp 
skeletons haunted the Hving-rooms to tell 
of massacre or starvation. Several of the 
dead had been buried beneath the floors 
of the houses. Excavations continued near 
by brought to light the cemetery of the sget- 
tlement, where hundreds of skeletons were 
found reposing beneath flat slabs of stone 
upon which has been painted pictures of 
rain clouds. A round hole was invariably 
drilled in the center of each slab, probably 
to admit the soul to the spirit world. At 
either side of the neck of a skeleton was 
usually found a mortuary bowl containing 

rass seed, corn or rolled wafers of meal. 

Tpon the wrists, necks and breasts of the 
skeletons were found elaborate jewels of 
turquoise and shell. 

There is also a tradition, confided to Dr. 
Fewkes by two Hopi priests, that far to 
the south there was a stream known as 
“The Blue Water,” where a race of people 
lived many long years ago, and where the 
Hopi always went for Fw water’ to be 
used by the priests in their rituals. The 
exploring party went here and excavated 
a second settlement similar to the first, 
except that the main dwelling structure 
had been built upon the plan of a hollow 
rectangle, the space within haying eyi- 
dently been used as a ceremonial court or 
dance plaza. Near *< was a cemetery 
sapilnt to that found alongside the former 
ruin, 


A third tradition led the party south over 
what wae said to be the trail through which 
the lost race traveled during its retreat to- 
ward the north. Here, upon a hill of lava, 
was found a third city, built in two sections, 
crowning the opposite edges of the hill and 
bearing indications of having once been 
connected by a street. Here the graves 
were covered by logs, a plece of lava being 
at the head and foot of each. 

A year ago Dr. Fewkes and Dr. Hough 
began their excavations midway in the trai] 
joining Zuni and Tusayan and unearthed a 
still larger honeycombed etructure repre- 
senting a population quite as large as that 
of ancient Troy. The cells or houses, built 
in tiers. formed the city walls, the whole 
resembling a double amphitheater. To the 
east was a cemetery filled with skélefons 
of the dead. The pottery resembled that 
of the modern Zuni more than that of th 
Hop!. Surrounding the city were ehrines o 
worship containing carved fetiches. Trace 
ing another tradition of the Hopls, the ex- 
plorers went 3% miles south, where another 
collection of houses and another cemetery 
were found. The prehistoric inhabitants 
had evidently numbered about 600. 

These excavated ruins are but samples of 
many more walting beneath the soll of this 
region for the archeologiet’'s pick ahd 
spade to bring them once more to the light. 
Near by Dr. Fewkes has located tons of 
buried treasure, doubtless eclipsing any 
archeological find ever made within the 
boundaries of the United States. The bulk 
of this lies in what might be termed “the 


valley of death,” located south of the White | 


Mountains of Arizona, between Mount Grae 
ham and the Bonita Mountains, on the 
upper Gila River, Centuries ago this valley 
was densely populated. An ancient people 
not only inhabited its level portions, but 
cultivate@ its fertile mountain sides. Re.

ANNUAL THREAT OF ARRESTS. 


MUST GET THEM BY JUNE 1. 


The Referee Criticisres the Taxiand of. 
fers Some Advice to the Local 
Cycle Board of Trade. 


License Commissioner Kalbfeld Has made 
the first of his series of bluffs about bicy- 
cle licenses. 


The fiat has gone forth from ithe City 
Hall that wheelmen will be given until 
June 1 to procure their tags, and those 
who fail to buy them by that date will be 
arrested. ! 


When the wheelmen voluntarily 
the tax they had the promise of the poll- 
ticlans that at least a, goodiy part of the 
money collected would be usedion the 
streets and on bicycle paths. A semblance 
of the promise was kept, for out of the first 
year’s collection of about $17,000 there was 
appropriated $3000 for the cycle paths in 
Forest Park, and not a cent has been used 
in this way since. Last year the appro- 
riation bill included an item for 

or cycle paths, but it was cut out before 
the bill passed, and I will predict that 
we will get the same treatment this year. 
Wheelmen to-day receive absolutely no 
benefits from the thousands of dollars they 
pay into the City Treasury, and they have 
the worst streets in the world to ride over. 
We do not ask that all of the money we 
pay be used on cycle paths, tn fact, a iarge 
percentage of the riders do not want cycle 
paths, but we do ask that a larger part of 
it be used on the streets. We are not self- 
ish, for what we gain in the way of good 
streets can be enjoyed by the entire pub- 
c. 


When I say we get no benefit from the 
tax, I am not unmindful of the considera- 
tion and courtesy shown the L. Ww. 
by the Board of Public Improvements in 
adopting the wheelmen’s suggestion as to 
the style of sprinkling valves. That board, 
at least, has made an effort to relieve us 
from the floods of water which are daily 
poured upon the streets, though I must 
confess that the results are nil. The board 
agreed to specify that sprinkling carts 
should be fitted with the old style per- 
forated pipe unless the contractor could 
show that their patented valves could be 
regulated to throw a spray similar to rain. 
I do not think the mew specification has 
amounted to a hill of beans. I have not 
yet seen a single cart fitted with the old 
style pipe, and absolutely no change in the 
kind of valves which caused us all the 
troubie last year. 

If the new specification amounted only 
to a courtesy, and no improvement in 
sprinkling, then I wish the courtesy had 
been omitted. 


Still, the board helped us in changing the 
hours and number of times per day that the 
streets are to be sprinkled, and we do not 
forget to thank it for that. 


But to come back to licenses again for a 
few moments, why is it that we are the 
only class of vehicle owrers ro 
threatened with arrest every year? Wh 
are not owners of buggies, wugus3 
street cars subjected to the same annoy- 
ance? I have a dim recollection that the 
Lexow Committee found that a number of 
street cars were being operated in this city 
without a license when the gentlemen were 
investigating Mr. Kalbfeli’s office, and yet, 
I have heard no dire threats about arrest- 
ing the corporation officiais. 

Of course the tax is valid and constitu- 
tional, and wheelmen had just as well un- 
derstand that. All these statements about 
the opinions of “‘prominent attorneys,’ to 
the contrary, are evidence that someone is 
talking through his hat. The only way in 
which we can obtain relief is to have the 
law repealed and that should be done.

I notice that the new Cycle Board of 
Trade has laid out some mighty good work 
for itself and if it follows the programme 
it has adopted, cycling will be better off. 
The board has assured the Missouri Di- 
vision of its hearty support, particularly 
in regard to the Pike County tour, and has 
started a committee to work on the bicycle 
tax in such a way that it is possible that 
the law may be repealed. The members of 
the board, too, have donated substanti‘al 
prizes to the proposed Forest Park road 
race. | 

But I see the hand of some members of 
the old discredited board in the new one, 
and the new one is about to make a mis- 
take unless it suppresses that grasping 
spirit that caused the old board to wreck 
everything it came in contact with and 
finally itself. I refer to the appo'ntment of 
a committee to call on C, H. Merriam to 
ask him to relinquish the contro] of the 
Forest Park road race to the board. This 
is the ghost of the old board stalking 
abroad. The old C. B. T. wanted to con- 
trol everything and everybody. I am not 
much given to one-man promoters and do 
not know that Mr. Merriam has ever worked 
with an organized cycling body in his enter- 
prises. I don’t know “what’s in it for 
Skid,’’ but I do know that Mr. Merriam 
proposed to hold the race and did) con- 
siderable work on it. It is his scheme and 
if the board wishes to aid cycling, Jet it 
lend ita aid to Mr. Merriam and not try to 
take the management away from him. 

I will venture to say that none of the 
members of the board would have thought 
of reviving the race had not Mr. Merriam 
done so. 


By the way, I recollect that Mr. Merriam 
was suspended by the L. A. W. for officiat- 
ing at the outlaw meet. I have not seen 
that he has been reinstated and if he has 
not, he will encounter difficulties in hold- 
ing his race and the C. B. T. may have to 
take it away from him anyway, and run 
it so as to avoid suspension for the riders.

Rules and Regulations. 

NBW YORK, May 6.—For the conduct 
of its 1899 championships the National Cy- 
cling Association Board of Control has 
adopted plans which include several new 
features. 

In the future the Board of Control will 
annually arrange a Grand Circuit to be- 
in on a date after July 4 and to end not 
ater than Oct. 1, no circuit meet to take 
piace on a ho@&iday or a Sunday. 

In order to decide professional middle 
d‘stance paced championships, all match 
races before being advertised for this pur- 
pose -must be proposed to the Boa of 
Control for epproval. 

No event for the champtonship can be at 
a distance of less than 15 miles nor for 
more than 50 mi:es. Contestants in a cham- 
pionship must all use one kind of pacing, 
either human or motor. Annually the Board 
of Control will award the running of the 
members of the National Cycling Associa- 
tion, offering the greatest percentages of 
the gross receipts. 

These events shall coneist of a quarter, 
third, half, mile, two mile and five mile 
races, and the title of amateur champion- 
ship shall be decided by a system of points, 
scoring five points to a winner, three toa 
second rider, two to a third and 1 to a 
fourth. Not more than five contestants 
shall be allowed to compete in any fi 
championship. At the conclusion of the 
grand circuit match, mile heats, best two 
in three, may be arranged by the Board of 
Control between the professional and ama- 
teur short distance champions for a medal 
valued at $50. 

State, country and city champilomships, 
for both professional and amateurs, may 
be awarded by the members of the board 
of control in their respective districts.

THE L. A. W. RACING BOARD. 


It Adopts Several New Rules Govern- 
ing Racing. 

CHICAGO May 6.—The following rule re- 
lating to registrations has been adopted by 
the Racing Board and concurred in by the 
Executive Committee of the L. A. W.:° 


1. Racing men, with the exceptions here- 
Inafter stated, shall not be eligible to com- 
pete in open races, after May 1, 1899, until 
they have been registered with the Racing 
Board and have been assigned a number 
which they must insert in entry blank end 
must exhibit certificate of registration te 
the clerk of the course before starting an 
to any other proper official on demand, 

2. Entrants to novice races, closed races 
and boys under 16 years of age, need not 
be registered. 

8. The registration period for which cer- 
tificates will be issued ehall be from May 
1, to the next succeeding April 80 inclusive, 
when registration must be renewed. 

4. The registration fee for professionals 
shall be $2 per annum, 

5. The registration fee for amateurs, who 
are members of the L. A. W., shall be 50 
cents; non-tnembers, $1.50; riders, 16 and 17 
years of age, 60 cents. 

6. All applications for registration must 
be accompanied by the fee and must give 
the full name, number, street, city and 
State address of the applicant. 


Division Board Meeting. 


The meeting of the Division Board of the 
L. A. W. on Friday last, at which the 
Board of Trade Tax Committee wae pres- 
ent, resulted in a decision being reached 
in regard to the tax question, which de- 
cision was that the tax should be fought 
to the last ditch, and that riders should 
only pay the tax under protest un- 
til a test was made. The an- 
nouncement that the tax is to be en- 
forced the Ist of next month, if carried out, 
will facilitate matters for the committee.

the same purpose, and an invitation exten4.

Great Preparations Being Made for Its 
Twenty-second Annual Shoot. 
The gentlemen who will grade the par- 
ticipants in the live-bird handicaps that 
will be decided ‘at the 22d annual shoot 
of the Missouri State Game and Fish Pro- 
tective Association, which will be held at 
Dupont Park May 15'to May 2, were Sse- 
lected at a meeting of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the St. Louis Shooting Association, 
held in ‘room &, Insurance Building, last 

Friday. 

The names of Thomas Marshall, G. M. 
Walden, Will K. Fox and' John Watson 
were suggested and accepted. * 

Mr. Marshall, who is Mayor of Keiths- 


burg, Ill, is one of the best-known wing 
shots in America, and was twice the 
winner of the Grand American Handicap, 
the biggest of all shooting events, in which 
every crack professional and amateur in 
the.country participated. Mr. Marshall is 
an authority on live-bird shooting, and the 
Directors made a wise move when they 
selected him to serve on the Handicapping 
Committee. 

Mr. Fox ,who is a resident of ’Philadel- 
phia, is a well-known writer in trapshot 
circles and is popular among the Eastern 
sportsmen wherever he is known. Mr. 
Watson haltis from Chicago and will look 
after the interests of the Windy City 
sportsmen. Mr. Watson s ithe owner of 
the famous Burnside Shooting Park in 
Chicago and has probably attended more 
shoots than any man living. Mr. Walden 
is on the committee in the interests of tne 
Kansas City shooters. For two years Mr. 
Walden served as President of the ‘Mis- 
souri State Game and Fish Protective As- 
sociation and during that time the organ- 
ization prospered immensely under his skiil- 
ful leadership. 

e St. Louis representative on the com- 
mittee was not named at the recent meet- 
ing of the Directors, but in all probability 
Mr. Edward Prendergast will be seiected. 
Mr. Prendergast is one of the best-known 
shooters in the West. At one time he was 
the champion shot of Missouri and he was 
a member ‘of the strong St. Louis team 
that won the State medal at Kansas City 
last year. 

After this committee gets through with 
its work it will be a rather difficult matter 
to pick the-winner of any of the live bird 
handicaps. The men will all be placed on 
an abaciutely fair basis and it will remain 
with the shooters to maintain the equality 
after the shoot commences. 

The shooting clubs in this city have been 
hustling during the past two weeks and 
now six teams are organized to represent 
St. Louis in the team shoot for the State 
medal, and before the tournament com- 
mences probably two more teams will have 
been made up. 

There are very few, if any, amateurs in the 
entire country who can boast of the fine 
record as a trap shooter that has been made 
during the few years Mr. John Sumpter, 
Jr., has been shooting. Mr. Sumpter was 
formerly a resident of Hot Springs, Ark., 
but for the past year has been living in 
St. Louis. He has been selected by the 
St. Louls Shooting Association to shoot 
on the St. Louis team in the place of Mr. 
P. M. Kliing, who is absent in Germany 
and who will be unable to be present at 
the big tournament. 

In November, 1896, Mr. Sumpter broke $7 
out of 100 targets at Hot Springs and re- 
peated the score twice the same month. In 
April, 1897, he killed 98 pigeons out of 100 
in a match with a well known Eastern 
amateur, who was visiting Hot Springs. 
He holds a Southern record of 99 targets 
out of 100, made in an open tournament 
held at Little Rock, April 6, 1898, making 
a run of 84 straight, and finishing the day's 
score with 138 out of 1% shot at. He won 
the Individual Championship of Arkansas 
several different times at the open tourna- 
ments of the Arkansas State Sportsmen's 
Association. December last he won the 
“Monte Carlo Live Bird Cup” at*Schmidt’s 
Mound Park in Illinois, on a straight score 
of 15. made under Monte Carlo rules, which 
is a 2i-yard boundary and aA rise of ‘ yards, 
On Deo. 24, 1898, he defeated Dr. J. W. Smith 
of this city in a match at 100 live birds 
$100 per side, scoring 93 and having five o 
the seven lost fall dead out of bounds, On 
Saturday, April 28, he scored 25 straight 
kills at DuPont Park, winning first money, 
and standing at the 30-yard mark. It would 
surprise none of Mr. Sumpter’s friends to 
see him win the Amateur Championship of 
Missouri at pigeons at the coming tourna- 
ment, or in fact, any of the championships 
at either live birds or targets. , 

On the St. Louis team with Mr, Sumpter 
will be Edward Prendergast, Dr. J, W. 
Smith and Dr. Max ©. Starkloff. This ts 
regarded by many as the strongest team in 
the West. The St. Louls Gun Clubd will 
be represented wy a team composed of H. 
B. Collins, F. Paramore, C.,W. Scud- 
der and Charles McClure. J. M, Selzer, J. 
H. Conrades, Charles Spencer and Herbert 
Taylor will represent the Dupont Park 
Gun Club. John and Dute Cabanne are 
organizing a team that they expect will 
give them al) a hard rub. Capt. Will Len- 
hard of the Central Gun Club says his club 
will be represented by a team that will 
come mighty near carrying off the honors. 
The Riverside Gun Club, which includes 
some of tha best shots in Missouri, will 
have a team headed by Capt. Stroh. 

The five teams that will represent Kan- 
sas Citv follow: O. K. Gun Club, Wash- 
ington Park Gun Club, Kansas City Gun 
Club, Belt Line Gun Club and Stock Yards 
Gun Club.

Fitz and Jeffries Mill Almost Certain 
to Take Place in Denver. 
Fitzsimmons and Jeffries will fight in 

Denver on next Fourth of July. 

At least that is what it looks like at this 
writing. 

The inauguration of the Cannon prize 
fighting law in Colorado will certainly bring 
fistic fame to that Sta'te, as Fitzsimmons 
and Jeffries will contest in that city before 
the Colorado Athletic Association att Coli- 
seum Hall, for a purse of $20,000. | 

Matchmaker Otto C. Floto of the Colora- 
do Club is now on his way to New York 
and his plan is to bring the fight off at 
Denver on July 4. 

The contest between Fitz and the Los 
Angeles hoilermaker had been set for May 
26, but this date will have to be laid aside 
as useless now that the Colorado Athletic 
Association Was the fight. The Cannon prize 
fight bill will not go into effect in Colorado 
until July 2, and consequently the fight 
could not occur there until after that date. 
Some time in July will probably be Belected 
as the time for the big battle for the cham- 
piohship honors of the world, and it looks 
now as July 4 was almost certain to be 
the date chosen. 

This will, of course, make Denver the 
center of attraction in the eyes of the 
sporting enthusiasts throughout the coun- 
try, as was Carson City, Nev., some two 
years ago. On account of the altitude, both 
men will have to train near Denver.

This 
telegram was followed by another from 
Brady, who is Jeffries’ manager, saying 
that om O’ Rourke, confident of police pro- 
tection, had offered $25,000 for the go, which 
Fitzsimmons refused to consider for a mo- 
ment. ¢ 

There was another interchange between 
Floto and Brady over the wire, and the 
Colorado Club, unwilling to let such a prize 
slip through its hands, offered $20,000, and 
the offer was accepted by both Julian and 
Brady on behalf of Fitzsimmons and Jef- 
fries respectively. 

So the mill will certainly take place at 
Denver if it takes place at all, and all that 
is left now to do is for Flote to go on to 
New York and sign the articles. He is 
now en route there, and with the funds 
necessary to back up the offer made by 
his club.

immense popular vote he received in 1896.

politica] fight. His days on earth are num- 
bered, His physician, Dr. Nicholas E. 
Senn, can offer no hope for his patient. 

Altgeld, politically, is dead. Physically, 
he is not much better. , 

His old complaint, locomotor ataxia, is as- 
Setting itself again, Worse than that, Alt- 
geld is broken in spirit. This man, one of 
the dominating powers of the Chicago plat- 
form of 1896, this man, who had designs 
on the Presidency; this man, for so jong 
a@pparently unconquerable in Illinois poli- 
tics, knows and feels that he has no’ more 
power than a child. Young Carter Harri- 
eon has eclipsed him. Altgeld’s overwhelm- 
ing defeat a month avo for the Mayoralty 
of Chicago broke him as a reed might be 
broken by the passage of a rock wagon. 
Disappointments, added to physical infirmi- 
ties, may finish him. 

Henry Clay wae repeatedly disappointed 
in his ambition for the Presidency, and 
finally retired to private life, b&ter against 
politics and the world. Daniel Webster cov- 


eted the Presidency more than he did any’ 


earthly good; it was more to him than all 
the glory of his eloquence. yet he never re- 
peived the nominaiion, though he sought 
It openly. 

James G. Blaine was similarly disappoint- 
ed, and it was claimed by many that his 
failure to be nominated for the highest of- 
fice in the land hastened his death. 

Of John P. Altgeld it may be said with 
equal truth that political disappointment 
was his life's bane. 

The miliione of dollars he owns afford 
him no comfort in the hour of his great 
grief, now that his hopes are wrecked and 
his ambitions swept away. 

Altgeld ardentiy desired the election of 
Bryan to the Presidency in 189. From 
Bryen's defeat he never recovered. With 
feud ne a pérsona] matter. . He desired 
lta had never destred anything before, 

He worked for his election with all the 
strength of his philosophic mind and put 
forth a supreme effort in behalf of the 
cauée of free silver. When Bryan was de- 
feated Altgeld was broken-hearted. 

Following that came the great fight in 
the Democratic party, in which Altgeld 
vainly sought to hold the forces together 
and preserve a solid front for the campaign 
of 1900. 

In Illinois he had seemed invincible. In 
Democratic councils his word had been al- 
most law, His political wisdom had been 
relied upon at all times. But another fig- 
ure had arisen on the political -horizon of 
Illinois. That was young Carter Harrison, 
@ son of the most popular man who ever 
lived in that State. 

Old Carter Harrison rarely asked for any- 
thing in the way of politics that he did 
mot get. He was a born winner. His son 
shared his characteristics and followed in 
his footsteps. His father had been Mayor 
of Chicago; was Mayor of Chicago when he 
Was assassinated, Young Harrison sought 
the same honor. The Democratic party gave 
him the nomination. It was a beautiful 
three-cornered fight. Zeno Carter was the 
Republican candidate. 

Ex-Gov. Altgeld entered the liste as the 
Candidate of the Independent Democracy. 
He made the fight of his life. But he was 
doomed to crushing defeat. The. maeses fol- 
lowed the waving plume of the dashing 
young leader whose father had been their 
idol, and John P. Altgeld went down in the 
dust. This man, who had headed the Dem- 
ocratic ticket in Illinois in 1892, when the 
State gave a majority for Cleveland and 
for Altgeld which made the nation wonder 


and exclaim, was beaten in his own home 


by a vote of more than 3 to 1. This man, 
whom 42,000 men said should be Governor 
Of Iilinolg in 1892, polled barely 45,000 votes 
fn the Chicago Mayoralty race lese than 
seven years later. 

All the courage Altgeld had left was 
crushed out of him by this event. True, 
he was fighting against great odds and as 
an independent candidate in a local field, 
but at the same rate, had it been a State 
election, he would have polled less than 
300,000 votes in Illinois. 

The knowledge of his defeat weighed up-

on him so heavily that its effect upon his 
health was at once apparent. His physi- 
clan recognized the danger his patient was 
fn and sought by all means to cheer him 
Up, but the despondent man would not be 
cheered, Concerning his condition, Dr. Senn

This settles the fate of the man who was 
enee Governor of one of the wealthiest and 
proudest States in the Union, and who held 
the leadership of his party for so long. He 
Sought to become United States Senator 
from Illinois, and his party might have 
nominated him for the Presidency had not 
the accident of birth rendered him ineligt- 
ble. He was a Judge of the Superior Court 
of Chicago, but his rapidly growing fortune 
Gemanded more of his time and he resigned 
from the bench to give his attention to his 
emtate. He once ran for Congress, but 
Wan defeated. He owns several big of- 


fice Duildings in Chicago and is a million-

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this country in his infancy. His boyhood 
was passed in Ohio. He went to war asa 
private at the age of 16 and fought for the 
Union. At the age of 21 he walked from 
Ohio to St. Louis and then to Kansas. He 
returned to Missouri and became a farm 
hand and later a school teacher. In 1872 
he was admitted to the bar and was elected 

City Attorney of Savannah, Mo. In 1875 
he went to Chicago and soon built Up a 
large legal practice. Successful specula- 
tion in real estate made him a fortune. 

There is in the Hfe of ex-Gov. Altgeld a 
romance of which the world knows little, 
When he had gained a fair start in life he 
made love to a wealthy girl, but she jilted 
him and ran away with a dairyman. They 
lived in St. Paul. Her husband squandered 
her fortune, died amd left her penniless, 
with a family of children. It has often 
been said that this widow has been the re- 
cipient df the ex-Governor’s generosity, and 
that he has never permitted her to suffer 
from the consequences of her girlish folly. 

The pictures commonly printed of ex-Gov. 
Altgeld do not give a correct impression of 
him. They indicate that he has a sharp 
face and that his nose is thin. Being pro- 
files, they fail to convey the expression of 
his eye. 

Mr. Altgeld’s height is 5 feet 7inches. He 
is habitually stoop-shouldered, but not more 
so than any studious man. His arms are 
leng in proportion to ‘his height. His foot 
is trim and his hands somewhat large for 
his size. 

H:s forehead is broader than indicated by 
his pictures. It is well-rounded and big, 
considering the rest of his head. His hair 
is always worn short and it comes down al- 
most to a point in the middle of his fore- 
head. The impression is one of careless- 
ness. His hair never lcoks as if it had 
been combed. It has much the appearance 
of that of a small boy. In color it is a 
peculiar brown: a dirty brown, .one might 
eall it. His beard is not always as care- 
fully trimmed as it appears in newspaper 
cuts, but it is always short. It is lighter 
than his hair, and of a peculiar color, which 
it. were difficult to clagsify, Light brown 
deaseribes it more nearly than anything else. 

Mr. Altgeld’s eyes are blue. They are not 
sharp, as many have imagined, and they 
are larger than one might suppose by look- 
ing at the accepted Altgeld photograph. 
They have a contemplative, if not dreamy, 
look. They do not give their owner a dash- 
ing appearance, nor is his native shrewd- 
ness apparent. His appearance is rather 
that of a student. 

It takes acquaintance to get used to Alt- 
geld’s face and to like it. His manner is 
not prepossessing. One of his most ardent 
admirers in Southern Illinois saw him at a 
railroad depot during the campaign of 1892. 
He probably expected to see a demigod, At 
all events he was deeply disappointed. 

“Why,” he exclaimed to a friend, 
looks like a d——d fool!” 

And everybody in the crowd who heard 
the remark seemed by their looks to in- 
dorse the sentiment. 

Ex-Gov. Altgeld has said and written 
many striking and memorable ‘things. A 
profound student of prison life and so- 
cial conditions, he has entered deeply into 
the philosophy of modern civilization and 
has written much which has attracted the 
attention of State authorities and social 
reformers. Following are excerpts from his 
latest book, ‘‘Live Questions”:

Grand juries should be abolished. They 
work a great injury to the innocent and 
greatly assist the guilty.

While the law prohibits vice with one 
hand, it pockets the earnings of vice with 
the other. 

Cruelty can crush, but it cannot improve. 

In the history of the human race there 
is not a single case in which cruelty ef- 
fected a reformation. 

Does clubbing a man reform him? Does 
brutal treatment elevate his thoughts? 
Does handcuffing fill him with good re- 
solves? 

Brutal treatment. brutalizes the wrong- 
doer and prepares him for worse offenses. 

Every man is to a great extent what his 
heredity and his early environments have 
made h:m. 

Our penal system seems to make criminals 
out of many that’are not naturally so;,to 
render it difficult for those once convicted 
ever to be anything else than criminals; 
and to fail to repress those who do not 
want to be anything but criminals. 

Brutality never yet protected society or 
heJped humanity. 

We have had 30 years of colorless poll- 
tics. 

A race of politicians came forward, 
straddled every proposition and wanted to 
be seduced. 

Whenever patriotism can be purchased in 
advance with money the end is near. 

The brave men who imperiled (if they 
did not actually sacrifice) their lives to 
save our institutions are entitled to the 
affectionate regard and the everlasting 
gratiture and homage of a free people. 

If a law for compulsory arbitration were 
passed there would not only be very few 
arbitrations under it, but there would be 
very few. strikes. 

OF GOVERNMENT. 

Teach the employer that ‘he is not above 
the law and the employe that he is not be- 
neath its notice. 

The great concentration of wealth into 
a few hands has been the cause of the 
downfall of. nearly all the great goyern- 
ments of the earth. ” 

When Rome went down 1800 men owned 
all the known world. 

Nothing can be accomplished without 
severe and continuous industry. Work is 
the mother of greatness. Shams and deceit 
are the dirty children of a blind mother. 

That government is best which interferes 
least with the private affairs of the peo- 
ple. 

The people can be trusted to govern them- 
selves. 

No ancient monarch ever conceived of 
such a State (as Illinois); neither Mede nor 
Persian, neither Egyptian or Carthagenian 


ever dreamed of such a country.—Speech 
to old settlers near Freeport. 

‘‘No assembly of millionaires or corpo- 
ration agents ever submitted to such suf- 
fering (as did the miners), or ever dis- 
played such high patriotism or nobility of 
character.’’ 

The only hope of the laboring men in this 
country lies in organization. Organization 
educates. It leads to reading and investi- 
gation; it leads to discussion and delib- 
eration; it tends to dispel ignorance and to 
remove prejudice. There is not an instance 
in America where wages have been raisec 
in the last 2 years except where it was 
forced by organized labor. 

I am an enthusiast on the subject of the 
private individual. 

Policies are all-important; the officehold- 
er is a matter of indifference. 

Freedom of conscience released man from 
superstition and chains. 

Practically there is at present neither 
Magna Charta nor Bill of Rights for the 
poor of our great cities.

THE HELL OF WAR AND ITS PENAL- 
TIES. ; 

President McKinley said’rightly that to al- 
low a war undertaken in the: name of hu- 
manity to be perverted into a war of con- 
quest. would be a crime, but I doubt if he 
was fully aware of the penalty which 
would at once be met hy the criminal na- 
tion. 

A war of conquest or any permanent oc- 
cupation of tropical countries by white 
troops brings not only fevers and malaria 
upon them of well-known kinds, but yet 
worse, more fatal and more certain to bring 
moral’ and physical degeneration on them, 
is the infection of venereal disease. 

Thére are many g00d people whose sym- 
-pathtes have been aroused by the aygtict- 
pation of being enabled to carry the bene- 
fits of Protestant Christianity and of per- 
sonal liberty to the oppressed in the West 
Indjes and the Philippine Islands. We may 
even admit all.that is urged in favor of 
making the conquest of these islands upon 
these grounds, but before we undertake this 
philanthropic enterprise may it not be ju- 
dicious to count the cost? I do not mean the 
money cost and the necessity which has 
lately been madé very plain of adding new 
taxes even to the war revenues now being 
collected. That burden we can bear if we 
must. The greater cost will be the corrup- 
tion of the blood through the infection of 
every force that>.will annually called 
out to maintain our rule. 

It may be well to ask all who are imbued 
with this missionary sympathy, how many 
young men of ovr own brotherhood are you 
willing to sacrifice for each convert? How 
many of your oWn sons will you expose to 
sure infection and degeneration in the,con- 
duct of your philanthropic purpose?

wt WEAPONS USED BY THE FILIPINOS. 


WILDMAN of Hong Kong his sent 
to his friend, A. C. Van Gaasbeck of 
New York, a complete collection of war 
weapons used by the Tagalos, Negritos and 
other gavage and semi-savage tribes in the 
Philippine Islands. Among the weapons are 
spears, bolos and swords, which, the Con- 
sul Gereral saye, are the favorite weapons 
of bandits as well aw soldiers who are to 
be found in that part of the archipelago— 
along the east coast of Luzon—in which 
Lieut. J. C. Gilmore and 14 others of the 
United States gunboat Yorktown were re- 
cently ambushed and captured by Filipinos. 
In a letter to Mr. Van Gaaasbeck the Con- 
sul General describes the weapons included 
im the collection, and tells of the uses to 
which they are put. There are several 
spears seven feet long from the butt to the 
pointed tip. The Handles are of native 
wood; the tips of eome are of metal, of 
others of fish bone. Armed only with these 
epears, some of the Negritos faced Uncle 
Sam's soldiers, even those in charge of ma- 
chine guns. 
“Both the Tagalos and the Negritos han- 
dle theese spears dextrously, afd hurl them 
with astonishing velocity,” said Mr. Wild-

The Consul General calls particular at- 
tention to the boles, a number of which 
He has sent to Mr. Van Gaasbeck. “Many 
of Aguinaldo’s troops who faced MacAr- 
thur’s men in the fierce fighting about Ma- 
nila were armed with bolos and hundreds 
of the weapons were found by MacArthur's 
men on the bodies of dead Filipinos on the 
field. There are a number of varieties of 
bolos. All have their uses, but the short, 
broad-bladed one is the most formidable. 
The Filipinos generally are expert in its 
use. The best of these bolos—and this is 
true of Filipino weapons geenrally—are 
made in Mindanao.”’ 

Many of the wooden shields used by 
spearsmen are included im this collection, 
The workmanship is beautiful, as many asa 
score of varieties of native woods, arranged 
in mosaic effects, being used in their con- 
struction. The most elaborate are round, 
but many are oblchg. In hand-to-hand 
fighting with enemies similarly armed, the 
shields are useful to the tribesmen, but the

Filipino 
savages make use of it in combat, but 
the more or less civilized troops serving 
under Aguinaldo have not been armed with 
it. 

“I also send you a genuine Filipino exe- 
cution knlfe,’’ writes Mr. Wildman. ‘This 
weapon is used in chopping off heads, The 
work is done with a single swing of the 
knife, or ax, for that is what it really is. 
The upper part of the weapon runs back- 
ward to a sharp point. With this the exe- 
cutioner crushes the victim's skull and 
tosses the severed head aside. Some of 
Aguinaldo’s subordinates have been slain 
with this execution knife for disobedience 
or cowardice.”

Now that he is be- 
hind the bars, his former neighbors are 
telling that he killed two men In Italy: be- 
fore he came to this country. , It is known 
that he killed five persons in one night in 
Louisiana; yet Maroorlo only smiles and 
looks straight ahead of him:

Fifteen years had Marcorio lived with his 
wife and they had three children. She 
knew the murders of which he was gullty, 
yet she clung to him with wifely devotion 
until one fatal day when Maska Mariano 
erossed her life. He was a farm hand liv- 
ing near Lockhart, much younger than 
Marcorio, as well as much handsomer, and 
more to be desired ag a companion. Their 
love becamé apparent to Marcorio and he

Sa beat his wife instead of killing the man— 


beat her often and so unmercifully that 
more than once she was confined to her 
room. His wife and Mariano planned to 
get rid of him. The woman rode into Lock- 
hart and told Sheriff Sanders of the five 
murders. | : 

Sanders went to capture Marcorio. He 
had been warned that he was a bad man; 
that he would just as soon use a atiletto 
or a pistol as to talk; perhaps would 
rather. So he went prepared. He found 
his man in a field. He rode up through 
- the underbrush, hastily scaled the fence, 

leveled a big revolver at Marcorio’s ear 
' and called upon him to surrender. This 
© did not: sult the crafty Gicilian, but he 
- could not help himself. To run meant 
death. 

Immediately he planned to escape. When 
the Sheriff was not looking he snatched at 
Ea is revolver, but was beaten for his trou- 
| ble. To avoid further trouble the Sheriff 


| tied his man on the back of a horse and 


 #tarted for Lockhart. Marcorio spurred the 
horse into a run, The Sheriff pursued. The 
murderet’s horse was fleet and it .seemed 
likely that he would escape. After a mad 
chase of several miles the Sheriff drew his 
Tevolver and fired. Marcorio’s horse fe)l 
dead. The mugderer sprawled on the ground, 
the horse on top, with one leg nearly brok- 
en, Still he grappled with the Sheriff, but 
was finally subdued and limpingly made his 
Way to town. 

Once in jail, with every breath he cursed 
the faithlees wife who had given him over 
to justice. He was guiltless, he said; she 
Only wanted him out of the way that she 
might pursue her love-making uninterrupt- 
ed. 

_ Sheriff Sanders was not familiar with, the 


story of the Loulsiana murders, but he at 
once put himself in communication with 
the authorities of St. John’s Parish. Sheriff 
Hart knew the story like a book and itched 
to get his hands On Marcorio. A _ picture 
of the prisoner was sent from Texas to 
Sheriff Hart and he and a dozen othere 
promptly identified it as that of .Nortario 


Marcorio. He was also known by the name, 


of Frank Naska. 

The Sheriff at once started for Texas with 
a friend, Mr. Keating. They hurried to Aus- 
tin. fof requisition papers and then to Lock- 
hart... 

Whe identification was complete. Marcorio 
was taken from. his ‘cell, handcuffed, and 
placed in a wagon for a %-mile drive to 
the. railroad station,’ On the way he told 
the story. of his five-eided crime. 


It was all about a bit of money, he sald, 
which he had loaned Rosario Gourdana, a 
fellow-countryman. He had __ repeatedly 
asked him to. return it, but Gourdana had 
refused, They quarreled and Gourdana tried 
to shoot him. He then shot in self-defense. 
The others were in the way and were killed 
accidentally. 

In 1894, Marcorio said Gourdana came to 
him and begmed,the loan of $20. This he 
wanted to send to Italy, and swore by al 
that was’ holy to return the money ina 
little while. 8&0 Marcorio gave him this 
amount, assured that when he wanted it 
he could get every cent. Twelve months 
had elapsed, and Marcorio felt that he 
needed the money, so he asked it. Gour- 
dana was foul in his language, and ended 
by telling Marcorio: 

‘T will whip you.” 

“Whip me?” asked Marcofrio., 
when I ask for my money?’ 

Gourdana told him to get away, or he 
would kill him. And after that Gourdana 
carried a pistol Each time he dared to 
apeak of that money Gourdana would show 
the piatol, and repeat that he would whip 
him. So the day—some hours before the 
tragedy, Marcorio went to him and begged 
the money. At that time Gourdana was in 
his house, and he reached for his gun. 
Thinking that he would be killed, for Gour- 
dana had said go often that Ne would shoot 
to kill, Marcorio went to his home and took 
his shotgun, which was charged with buck- 
shot. He said nothing to his wife. 


In Louisiana it is belleved that another 
man was engaged in thé killing. 

“Not a soul knew what I was gong to 
do,” said Marcorio. “I was alone.”’ 

Then Marcorio told that after he had 
taken his gun he went to the cabin, and 
as he stood on the ground, close to the 
roadway, with his gun he asked for his 
money. For answer—they were at sup- 
per, the whole family, and a friend—Gour- 
dana grabbed at his gun. Marcorio swears 
that he aimed at the head of the family, 
and shot to kill him, The woman fell, and 
one or two of the children—this the mur- 
derer remembers. He was going away 
when the friend and cotisin of Gourdana 
followed, intending to take him a prisoner, 
or kill him. One of them had a long knife

—that made him shoot, and they fell dead 
fin their tracka. 

After that he ran towards the river, 
jumped imto a skiff and rowed across, 
reaching the Texas & Pacific Railroad 
track. Not far away that night he caught 
a freight train and went out to Texas. 
He reached Rockdale. There he remainod 
under cover, working in mines close. by, 
until eight months had gone by. Then he 
wrote to his wife and she went to Rock- 
dale to join him, bringing the children. 
From there they journeyed to Lockhart, 
and were doing well. 

Then came. his wife’s infatuation for 
Maska Mariano and Marcorio’s delivery to 
justice. 

Down in ‘Louisiana they tell the story dif- 
ferently. They say it was a more sudden 
passion that led to murder by Maracorlo, 
He was. .a member of a crowd of workmen 
over which Gourdana was foreman. One 
day—July 18, 1895—there happened-to be one 
shovel less than was needed and Gourdana, 
without malice, told Marcorio he need not

work that day. That very night Marcorio 
went to Gourdana’s house with another 
man, shot through the windows and killed 
fivé members of the family. 

When the smoke cleared away, Mrs. Gour- 
dana, Tony, her eon, and Charles Call- 
Mmagnara, a friend of the family who was 
eating supper with them, were dead. Gour- 
dana and Manuella, one of his daughters, 
died a few days later. 

Nicolina, Ignatzo and Joseph, the other 
children, were severely wounded. 

O; the nine persons in the house the 
Only one who escaped harm was Ben Gour- 
dana, @ cousin of the head of the family. 

After the tragedy the surviving children 
were taken to Italy. This relieved Mar- 
corio’'s mind, because they were the prin- 
cipal witnesses. He did not know until a 
week ago that they had returned to this 
country. All of them bear the marks of the 
bullets which came so near ending their 
lives. They are living with their wnele, 
Tomasso Gourdana, at Columbus and Ker- 
lerec streets, New Orleans.

OMINGO MARTINDZ is the most un- 
popular man in Cuba. When the 
American military authorities took 

charge of affairs on the island Martinez 
was Chief of the Detective Bureau of Ha- 
vana. He has sent more Cubans to the 
Sarrote and penal servitude than any 
modern sleuth. Martines has made a life 
study of rogues, and has brought tp @ 
family of boys to recognise the fact that 
a criminal is one on whom sympathy should 
not be wasted. The Cubans say he wae. 
the hired assassin of Spain; that he sent 
more innocent men to their death than eve 
“Butcher .Weyler. Spaniards deny this 
and say that Martines would be more de- 
éerving of praise if he had brought & 
greater number of Cuban crieninals to jus- 
tice. 

When Mario Menocal was appointed civil 
Chief of Police of Havana by the American 
military authorities he promptly turned 
Martinez out and appointed his brother, 
Gustavo Menocals, chief of the detective 
bureau. Maj. Gary Evans, military chief 
of police, became convinced that Martines 
was the only man in Havana fit to take 
charge of the then newly organized deteo- 
tive bureau of that city, and made that 
recommendation to Maj.-Gen, Ludlow, who 
indorsed the {dea, but altered his opinion 
when the whole Cuban police force said it 
would resign in a body in the event of Maf- 
tinez being made chief of the bureau. 

Martines was not made chief of the bu- 
reau, and the Cubans considered it a capl- 
tal joke that he was not. Some are in- 
clined to the belief that it isn’t quite a 
joke after all, for Martinez has 4 years’ 
record of all the noted criminals of Cuba 
and Porto Rico, knows hundreds of them 
by sight, and as the Cubans haven't a rec- 
ord of any kind and Martines has his 
knowledge secured where the Cubans can- 
not get at it, the merchants of Havana, 
who really favor the return of Martinez to 
power, want to know what guarantee - 
protection they have.

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HOW CIRCUS 
ANIMALS 
ARE CAUGHT. 


i i 


By ALF RINGLING, 
Of Ringling Brothers’ Circus, 
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LEPHANTS are driven into stockades, 
penned up, lassoed and worried into 
submission. The natives of Ceylon 

build an immense stockade in the jungle 
by driving pites into the ground and bracing 
them with other logs. When a herd of ele- 
phants is located within a reasonable dis- 
tance of the stockade a complete circle, 
perhaps twenty miles in extent, is formed 
around both the elephants and the stock- 
ade. . 

When signal fires are lighted, the circle 
begins to close in, sounding tom-toms, beat- 
ing the underbrush and shouting. The din 
is enough to fill the elephant, naturally a 
timid animal except when enraged, with 
terror, and the herd is easily driven in near 
the etockade. Fires are lighted, which do 
not tend to reassure the big beasts. 

The stockade is open on one side. Toward 
this side the herd is driven. A little fur- 
ther in there is a wall of logs with an open- 
ing in the center. The big male leader of 
the herd comes to this opening. He sniffs 
the air. There eeems to be no danger be- 
yond. Behind the din is greater than ever 
and it is coming nearer with a rush as the 
‘ircle of yelling natives close in on the 
game. 

The big male goes through. The rest of 
the herd troop after him. 

The natives come running up and some 
of their number, delegated for that work, 
bring heavy poles, with which the opening 
is soon closed and the game has been cor- 
ralled. 

The elephants are now in captivity, but 


far from being in subjection. The most 
dangerous work is yet to come. If the 
natives were to go in on foot, the elephants 
would stampede and something would prob- 
ably happen to the natives which would 
break them all up. 

To complete the work a trained elephant 
is employed. It is let into the sto¢kade 
and with a native on its back is driven 
toward the herd. As long as the native is 
on the back of the trained elephant the 
wild elephants do not become afra:d. They 
permit it to come up to them. | 

The native casts a rope with a slip noose 
on the ground. The other end is tied tp the 
tame elephant. Sooner or later one of the 
wild elephants steps in the noose. It tight- 
ens around his ankle. He begins to strug- 
gle He plunges and roars with rage un- 
til he falls exhausted. His spirit still un- 
broken he continues to roar. Finally, 
growing weaker, the angry roar chapges 
to bellowing of despair and at last he) lies 
limp, gasping and whining, a monarch par 
dued. | 

On account of their not breeding in fap- 
tivity is is necessary to capture in their 
wild state all the elephants which are tsed 
for show purposes. Many of them are fap- 
tured young, and these are easiest tamed 
and trained. 

The lions of Africa and India, the tigers 
of India and the leopards of Africa, Asia 
and South America are all captured by the 
use of pits. 

The lair of the animal is located and Blso 
the stream or spring where it is wont to 
quench its thirst. Somewhere between 
these a pit is dug with an opening just 
large enough for the body of the animal 
to pass through, but much wider at [the 
bottom. 4 

The opening is covered with a light layer 
of brush and over this leaves are scattered, 
effectually disguising the trap. Over the 
concealing opening a tripod of bamboo or 
other poles is arranged. From it is sus- 
pended over the masked opening a live 
sheep or goat’ The beast of prey comes 
along ,scents the bait, and its lust for 
blood is aroused, It leaps upon the helpieas 


prey. The thongs holding it suspended give 
way under the wild animal's weight and 
together they fall through into the pit. 

The animal makes strenuous efforts to 
get out, but on account of the pecullar 
construction of the pit it falls back every 
time it tries to leap out. 

When it becomes exhausted and lies down, 
a bamboo box is lowered over the animal 
and several natives jump down on the box 
to prevent, with their weight, the animas 
struggling out from uwnder it. 

Withes are then thrust through the sand 
under the animal and tied around the Dox. 
In this way the animal ia sewed In, as it 
were, the open side of the box being com- 
pictely closed. 

The box is then raised out of the pit and 
carried away by means of poles. 

Another method more hazardous than 
this, Is to locate the lair of a female and 
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lay in walt until she ,leaves her young 
and then steal the cubs. These are almost 
as harmiess as kittens, but if the mother 
catches the thieves at their work, a funeral 
always follows. 

An ingenious method of catching a tiger 
has been employed by the natives of some 
Eastern countries. They smear sticky bird 
lime on the leaves where a tiger is Xe 
pected to pass. The leaves stick to is 
paws. It tries to brush them off by raising 
its paws to its face. The leaves stick to 
fis face and blind it In a frenzy it rolls 
about and is soon a roll of tiger and leaves 
and rage. When rege is succeeded by help- 
leesness the natives secure their prey: 

Monkeys are somet'mes caught by squirte 
ing a fluid contain:ng pepper Into thelr eyes 
from a sort of a bamboo syringe, which 
blinds them and makes it easy to throw 
bags over them, 


ELECTRICITY DOES THE 
WORK OF FARMHANDS. 


EAR 8t. Johnsville, B..¥., is a farm 

of 3% acres be to G. R.

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at Seaports Have Kept Small- 
pox Out of the City. 


T. LOUIS physicians inspect all steam- 
S boats coming from the South to pre- 
vent the introduction of smallpox and 
yellow fever into the city. A quarantine 
officer goes down stream, meets the boat at 
least 50 miles below the city, and only per- 
mits a landing to be made when he is 
ready to issue a clean bill of health. ; 
Like a quarantine officer at a seaport, he 
is clothed ‘with authority only over the 
landing of the vessel, yet the owners and 
masters pick him up miles from his home 
port and provide him with all the faclili- 


ties for investigation that there may be no 


delay in the issue of the bill of health 
when the vessel arrives. 


Drs. S. R. Johnson and Albert Vogel are 
detailed on this duty. The inspection con- 
tinues throughout the year when there has 
been smallpox or other infectious disease 
epidemic in any of the Southern ports quite 
as severe as in St. Louis, 


The results of this strictness have been 
most successful. The memory of an epi- 
demic of smallpox in St. Louis does not 
exist. 


Recently a steamboat used only in pas- 
Senger traffic was detained for’ several 
Gays at the quarantine station by order of 
Dr. Johnson, who had discovered traces 
‘of the disease on board. This naturally 
was distasteful to the travelers, and there 
Was talk on the part of some of either 
entering suit against the city or the steam- 
ship line or both. Nothing came of it, how- 
ever, for the very good reason that the 
right is vested in the city to take what- 
ever steps it may consider advisable in 
safeguarding against the introduction of 
the insidious microbe. 

The ordinance in regard to this is as fol- 


lows: 


Section 494. Epidemic—Landing of freight 
or passengers from districts infected, w.tb- 
out permit, forbidden. 

No steamboat or other water craft, or 
railroad train, consisting of locomotive and 
one or more cars, coming from any por- 
tion of the country infected with any 
malignant, infectious or contagious disease 
in an epidemical form, and bound for the 
Oity of St. Louls, shall land at the wharf 
ow discharge its freight or passengers with- 
in the limits of the City of St. Louis, with- 
out first having obtained a permit to do so 
from the Health Commissioner or another 


officer designated by him: and any captain, 
owner or master or conductor, of any steam- 
boat or other water craft or railroad train 
landing at the whaf or discharging freight 
or passengers within the City of St. Louis, 
without first having obtained a permit as 
heretofore designated, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
thereof shall be fined not less than $50 or 
more than $500. to be collected and paid 
as all other fines for misdemeanors as now 
provided for by law. 


Clothed with this authority and in- 
structed by the letter of’ the chief Dis- 
pensary physician, Dr. Johnson goes forth 
upon his work, which is laid out for him 
by his superior, Chief Dispensary Physician 
Jordan, thus: 


While engaged in the work of inspect- 
ing and vaccinating passengers and crew cf 
river steamers you wil! please observe the 
following in case you should find smallpox 
on beatl any steamer having for her des- 
tination St. Louis: 

Have the patient isolated. If sonth 
of Quarantine, have the boat land there ~) 
that the patient and bedling may be ic- 
moved to the Smallpox Hospital. At once 
notify me of all the facts in the case, giv- 
ing the point of landing of the steamer in 
this city. 

Il. Obtain the names and addresses of all 
persons on board, and endeavor tuo vaccinate 
each one. 

Ill. Notify the cantain that the steamer 
may come to her landing In this city, and 
that she will be met bv a police detail to 
see that no one clears the boat except with 
the consent of this department. 

IV. Our consent for the passengers and 
crew to leave will be given when the names 
and addresses are in our possession and the 
boat and all the clothing and contents fum- 
igated, 


Dr. Johnson is about 35 yeare of age. He 
was born and educated in Kansas City, but 
has made St. Louis his home.for the past 
six years. He is deeply interested in his 
work, of which he says: 


“I have never had difficulties with any 
of the captains of the boats which I have 
boarded, although at first, when my mis- 
sion was not understood, my receptions 
were not the most gracious in the world. 
However, not only the captains, but the 
agents of the different lines have shown a 
disposition to render us all possible aid, and 
go what might have proved a highly dis- 
agreeable task is rather pleasant. 


“When news is received of an incoming 
steamer I go on board an outgoing one, 
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DR. S. R. JOHNSON. 


as to meet my boat between 6 and 75 miles 
down stream, This is not always practica- 
ble. Recently I was forced to go 140 miles 
before I made connection, 


“If we are not within easy reach of a 
landing when I meet my boat I am trans- 
ferred from one to the other by means of 
a skiff, tne captains being very courteous 
about such matters. 


‘“*‘As soon as I am on board I communi- 
cate with the master or captain as to 
whether he has any suspicious cases. If he 
has no knowledge of any I still make a 
thorough examination, and if he has, as my 
instructions read, I vaccinate all that I 
can, particularly the crew, and at once tel- 
egraph the City Hea!th Department, at the 
same time ordering the boat to proceed to 


the quarantine station. And they never re- 
fuse to obey. 

‘While I am on board not only is my 
transportation furnished gratis, but a berth 
and meals as well. In fact, every possible 
civility is shown me and no obstacles what- 
soever put in my way. 

“The boats inspected come from ports 
south of Cairo, on both the Mississippi and 
Tennessee Rivers. I make about six trips 
every week, each trip consuming about 24 
hours. In addition to my virus points I 
carry my regular phyeician’s satchel, so as 
to be prepared for all emergencies. 

“The efficacy of the river inspection is 
testified to by the fact that not one per- 


son affiicted with smallpox has reached the |

To most mothers the second summer sug- 
gests cholera infantum. Were it but gen- 
erally known that fever, the almost in- 
evitable result of teething, brings in its 
train almost all the usual infantile mala- 
dies and fatalities, they might seek to pre- 
vent the one great cause of all. 

Diet, fresh air, the frequent changing 
of bedclothes, perfect ventilation of the 
sleeping room, two sponge baths daily (al- 
coholic) if there be any disposition to in- 
herited weakness or nervousness, are ab- 
solutely necessary. 

Common gense, as in all things, 1s the 
“ounce of prevention’’ so requisite in deal- 
ing with children. When the whole world 
knows the very first symptoms of cholera 
infantum are vomiting amd diarrhoea, it 
must stand to reason that the rejection of 
80 much waste matter is due to the pres- 
ence of too much matter, viz., overfeeding. 

None of us care to eat as much, in sum- 
mer as in winter. What is true of an adult 
applies to a babe. Diminish the quantity 
of food, and the chances of disease are 
proportionately diminished, provided mat- 
ters are 80 regulated that the proper 
amount of nutriment is conveyed. If nec- 
essary give far less at a time, but make 
the feeding periods more frequent, Above 
all things, don’t be afraid of giving the 
child water to drink. The physician who 
has been in attendance from its birth can 
best advise as to whether this should be 
clear, sterilized. or barley.

HDB sweat that drops from the brow 
of rich and poor, serves an im- 
portant function of the human sys- 


tem. It is a bit uncomfortable at times, 
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but alwaye necessary. The primary work 
of the sweating «machinery is to keep the 
body in an equable temperature. The 
amount of perspiration caused in a given 
individual is exactly the amount necessary 
to preserve the proper blood heat—uniess 
the person be ill. This amount is oce@, 
sionally enormous, sometimes reaching 8 
galioms of liquid in &% hours. 

Sweat glands make perspiration. They 
are called in medical phraseology coil 
glands, because of their construction. The 
coil glands are lined with cells which ex- 
ude sweat and fat. There is fat in sweat. 
There are no fat glands in the palm of the 
hand, but the sweat thrown off there con- 
tains fat. 

The coll glands are located in the skin, 
buried in the lower stratum. They dis- 
charge eweat and fat with a tube that pro- 
ceeds straight until tRe surface is almost 
reached, where it takee spiral form in 
order that the discharge may not be made 


too freely. 


Sweat is sometimee exoessive in all parts 
of the body, sometimes in particular places, 
It is generally most profuee on the palma, 
feet and in the arm pits. In some dis- 
eases there is no sweating, such as 
ichthyosts, or fish skin, 


Drunet‘es sweat more freely than blondes, 

Whisky, heat, hard work and fear produce 
excessive sweat.

To say that the French are good 
cooks is trite; yet the French are generous 
in giving the Germane praise for their culi- 
nary handiwork, and. German dishes are 
often seen on French bills-of-fare. Here 
are a few samples which American house- 
wives may enjoy: 

SCIIMARN BATTER.—To half a pound of flour 
add the yolks of four eggs, a little salt, sugar, & 
little nutmeg or grhted lemon peel and cream or 
milk to'form a thick batter. Whisk the whites 
of the four eggs to a snow. Melt two ounces of 
butter, and when hot beat this into the batter 
over a brisk fire; cover and let it bake on top 
of the stove, to form a light brown crust at the 
bottom. Then break into small pieces with a 
fork, toss, then let it set and brown again and 
serve at once with méat, frult, fish or salad, The 
flavor of nutmeg is not arbitrary. Any other in 
harmony may be used. 

APPLE SCHMARN—Is made with the schmarm 
butter and a quick apple marmalade, Peel and 
cut the desired quantity intg thin slices, put the 
apples into an ounce of butter, melted and hot; 
cover them and let them stew ‘soft. Then stir 
into them the. above. scharn batter by means of 
a large stecl fork. Any fruit may be used, or 
raisins or’ currants, well cleaned and plumped 
into hot water, with lemon peel grated and lemon 
juice and sugar. 

MANDEL SCHMARN—Is another variety. For 
this the batter is made’thinner and two ounces 
of almonds, blanched and cut in slivers, are stir- 
red in. Incrust this twice, tear into pieces and 
serve with lemon juice and powdered sugar aod 
cut almonds strewed on the top. 

KIRSCOHEN SCHMARN—Is made the same, but 
with cherries steamed soft, with sugar. Tear 
apart and serve with powdered sugar and cinoa- 
mon. 

KAISPR SCHMARN.—Beat into five beaten 
yolks of eggs a pint of cream; beat In an ounce 
of ‘almonds blanched fine and cut small, an ounce 
of plumped raisins ‘wiped dry, “and an ounce of 
powdered sugar. Thén-add fout ounces of flour, 
the whites of five eggs beaten to a snow, and 
dish with powdered sugar and pounded spice or 
sugar and fruit. 

FARFERITEG.—Still more wheat; and this for 
fareferl paste, mest, soup or milk and sngar. For 
farferl paste beat an egg well with balf a cup 
of water and a little salt, using a two-pronged 
fork, and stir in about six ounces of flour and 
break auickly into fakes. 

MILK FARKERL—Is made by throwing the above 
paste into three pints of bolling milk and cook- 
ing Into three pints wf. boiling milk and cooking 
quickly five or six. minutes. To be beaten with 
salt and pepper or sigar. 

ONION FARFERL—Ise made of this paste, with 
onions sliced and cooked a pale yellow in hot 
butter. Stir into this the farferl. Then have a 
saucepan of bojling water, lightly salt it, add «a 
handful of parsley, throw the farferl tuto this; 
cook five minutes, strain throngh a colander apd 
serve. 

FARFERL IN SOUP.—Break up the above far- 
ferl in flakes, fry it lightly, then drop into bell- 
ing soup and cook eight minutes before pouring 
into the tureen.

Let it get half cold, working ¢ 
or three times with a fork or spoon. While 
paste is still warm beat in eight well-beaten eggs 
into which is stirred half of a lemon peel grated, 
and work in well.

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SOUTH AFRIC 
STUDENTS IN OFIO. 
Savages Who Are Being 
Civilized at Wilber- 
force Universitu, 
Near Xenia. 


EN natives of South Africa, eight 
men and two womeh, are students at 
Wilberforce University, near’ Xenia, 

40. 

Tney have been in the institution for va- 
rious periods, from seven months ‘to five 
years; the oldest student, Miss Mange of 
ihe sasuto trive, has passed five in 
the school and is now a sophomore fm the 
scientific course. ‘Ihe names of the entire 
company are as follows: Misees Malghomeo 
Manye and Adelaide Tansti, Messrs.4Mski- 
nya, Maxeke, Yapi Tansti, J. d. Tantei, 
John Manye, Seganoe, Kuzwayo d Masiza 
Kakaza. Of the men two are ng & 
classical course, one theology, one prepar- 
ing for law and four are taking the English 
course. ; 

Although representing five different tribes 
—the Basuto, Mtembu, Fengu, Xaga and 
Zulu—they all canverse freely in th@ Kaffir 
tongue, which is now a written language. 
The most peculiar thing in their speech is 
the “click” element, represented {n English 
by “C,” “X” and “Q.” It is madé by three 
kinds of “‘click’”—one by the tongue on the 
roof of the mouth, somewhat as we express 
strong and sudden disappointment; the sec-| 
Ond ig the driver's “‘click” to his horse when’ 
he wishes Lim to go, the third is a guttural 
“click” of the same sort. These “clicks” 
are introduced at the beginning, or even in 
the middle of a word, with the utmost ease 
by the Africans, but no American can pro- 
nounce “‘“Maxeye”’—the x representing @ 
“‘cHok,”’ “‘click.”” 

Miss Manye has taken special training in 
voice culture and is a ‘singer of grace and 
effectiveness. It is remarkable that all the 
students possess good voices and all were 
trained’ singers after the African’ method 
when they arrived. 

In character they stand as .well as the 
best. Said.an ex-president of the utiver- 
sity, now a bishop, living in Chicago. 

“No one ever hears of an African etudent 
lying or cheating. They are all persons of 
strong. character, holding their places 
among the students by means of their 
worth and ability. Miss Manye is assistant 
superintendent of our Sunday-school and 
an excellent one she is; everybody honors 
and loves her.” 

The whole group of students have an 


ease and dignity of bearing refreshing to 
observe and during their whole stay Bho 
their deportment has been excellent. Som 
of them are the sons of heathen fathers of 
considerable posssseions, especially in cat- 
tle and sheep. Indeed, cattle are money in 
South Africa.

“William R. Kerr and G. G. Griest, who 
have been making surveys and estimates 
here, were not sent by the government. 
They are merely interested persons. I have 
afforded them every facility for their work. 
If they are able to show the feasibility of 
installing the system here, and I become 
convinced that it is what we need to im- 
prove the service, I will do all I cam to 
secure it. 

“The decision does not rest with the Post- 
office Department. After the systems had 
been put in at New York, Philadelphia and 
Boston the department gent out notifica- 
tion that the system would be installed at 
no other city except after the passage by 
Congress of am act authorizing the ex- 
penditure. This was because of the great 
cost and the desire to avold discrimination. 

“From the Httle consideration I have 
given the subject it seems to me that the 
system could be imstalled here at less cost 
than in the Eastern cities. The tunnel 
could be utilized to great advantage. By 
utilizing it the necessity for tearing up the 
down town streets could be averted and « 
great saving effected. 

“If a system were established here, tubes 
would be run, In all probability, to Union 
Station, to the old postoffice at Third and 
Olive streets, south to Broadway and Ar- 
genal street, north to the stock yards and 


west to Grand cy Vandeventer avenues, 


with a switch off to the Rock Springs vi- 
cinity. 

“The tube to Union Station could pass 
through the tunnel to the railroad yards 
and be laid through the yards, where, in- 
stead of paved streets, loose earth 
would have to be taken up.

The interior of the temple will be deco- 
rated with scenes from -Christ’s life on 
earth. Painted on the walls from the floor 
half way to the ceiling will be: pictures of 
Christ working among men. The miracle of 
the loaves and fishes, the raising of the 
dead, the healing of the sick, the blessing 
of little children, driving the money 
changers out of the temple, the arraign- 
ment before Pilate, and various other in- 
cidents In the life of the Savior will be 
pictured. Above these will be the Trans- 
the Crucifixion and the Resur- 
rection. In the dome of the temple there 
will be a painting of the Ascension. 

All this will cost a considerable sum of 
money,far more than Judge Law possesses, 
but he thas faith that the funds will be 
provided. When he was a young man he 
was a personal friend of the wife of a Cal- 
ifornia millionaire, He has been in corre- 
spondence with her in regard to the temple 
and he is encouraged to believe that she 
will contribute $100,000 to the cause. He 
intends to go to California soon and make 
an oral statement to her that he believes 
will result in her giving the money neces- 
sary to found the temple. 

The seed thought for the Temple of Non- 
Sectarian Religious Instruction came to 
Judge Law while he lived in Beebe. Im that 
pretty little Arkansas town the light of re- 
ligion burns strong and true. Although 
there are only 1000 inhabitants there are 
two ‘Methodist churches, a Baptist, a Pres- 
byterian and a Christian Church, There are 
no saloons, and have been none since 1883, 
when the three-mile local option law forced 
them out. Crime is almost unknown, and 
young and old are interested in the study 
of the Scriptures. 

The Beebe Daily Bible School was or- 
ganized by Judge Law in 1891, and he gave 
it 200 books as a nucleus for a library. It 
holds its sessions in the Methodist Church, 
of which Judge Law is a member. 

Miss Julia A, Clarke is the teacher, It is 
a labor of love with her, as her only com- 
pensation is the knowledge she is shedding 
the light of knowledge and faith. There are 
two sessions of the school daily—in the 
morning from 7 till 8:45 o’clock, and in the 
afternoon from 4 until 6 o’clock., 

There are 30 regular members of the 
class. They enter the school singing. As 
soon as they are seated each delivers a 
short prayer. The teacher then reads the 
daily verse and the pupils discuss it. Each 
pupil réads a verse, and it is discussed. 
The teacher then reads and discusses mofe 
more verses, and the pupils find passages 
in the Bible bearing on the same subjects. 
The exercises close with singing. 

The success of this little institution of 
Scriptural learning gave Judge Law his 
idea of establishing the proposed temple 
in St. Louls.

Wires there are perhaps some hun- 
dreds of men in Phenix, Ariz., who 
are never seen inside the glitter- 
ing gambling halls of their town, there 
could not be a more wide-open community. 
Men of all classes frequent the gambling 
Places for some part of each day or night. 
The coming and going is as free as from a 
postoffice. No green-baize doors bar the 
view. There are no dark, secret stairways 
to climb to upper gaming rooms, and cards 
of introduction and passwords through a 
hole in a door are unnecessary to gain ad- 
mission to gambling in the wide-open town. 
If the gaming were conducted in the very 
streets it could scarcely be more open and 
above board. 


At any hour of tho day or night one may 
step from Washington street—the main 
commercial thoroughfare of Phenix— 
straight. into any of the gambling saloons, 
Seven nights in the week they are thronged 
with men, and on Saturday and Sunday 
nights they are crowded. Some men remain 
hours there and try their Juck in each of 
the several varieties of games. Still others 
give up whole days and nights to staking 
thelr luck against the fickle goddess For- 
tune, There are always a ‘host of profes- 
sional gamblers—men who fitfully wander 
over the globe earning their living solely 
by expert faro, poker or craps playing—in 
town during the winter and spring months, 
from San Francisco, Chicago, New York 
and Boston. Hach game in the saloons is 
the center of a oircle of spectators and 
players, while as many more men stand 
about the place and chat and smoke. 

The men are of all classes. Here is a 
group of cattlemen just in from the range; 
over there are miners who have come with 
swollen wallets down from Jerome, Con- 
gress, Wickenburg and Prescott; yonder 
are a dozen vaqueros in sombreros and 
spurs, and a few local merchants. There 
are alfalfa ranchmen from Tempe and 
Mesea; tourists in the latest London fash- 
fons and hailing from a dozen Northern 
cliles, and elegantly garbed and jeweled 
gambiers from every city in America. Day 
and night the gaming goes ceaselessly on 
from September to May. Then, when the 
town setties down for a summer rest, the 
gambling proceeds sixteen and eighteen

gambling saloons is artistically created. A 
lot of gold has been spent in the furnish- 
ing and ornamentation of two or three of 
the larger saloons. The Palace of Arizona 
ie by long odds the most gorgeous gambling 
institution of the Southwest, if not in the 
West. Veteran gamblers, who have sat 
about the green tables for longer than a 
generation in all States and Territories, 
say the Palace at Phenix is more ornate 
than John Morissey’s Gotham Club at Sara- 
toga Springs, and more attractive than the 
old Crescent Club in New Orlearrs. At 
evening, when the throngs of visitors are 
thickest and the gambling is in full blast, 
there are few more alluring and garish 
scenes than that in the Palace in Phenix. 


Imagine a great room, % feet high. A 
frieze of incandescent electric lights runs 
about the upper wall, and arc lights sputter 
in the ceiling. The frescoed walls are set off 
here and there by costly painted copies of 
Venuses, Junos and Eurydices galore, a}! in 
elaborate heavy gilt frames. A mammoth 
bar, backed by great mirrors, pyramids of 
glittering glassware and a blaze of col- 
ored lights, is on the left as one enters. A 
roulette game, about which young men are 
packed four feet deep, is on the right and 
opposite the bar. Close to the bar on the 
left a heavy semicircle of men—tourists, 
cowboys, Mexicans and profess!onals—is 
packed closely about a faro table. No one 
epeaks there and the watchful faces tell 
the earnestness of the dealer and players. 
Often there are two or more faro games in 
progress. 

Farther to the rear on the left is a high 
counter of pol:shed oak and mahogany, 
where several men sit and conduct policy 
and lottery enterprises. A huge glass wheel 
of the typical lJottery-wheel shape etands 
at a corner of the counter, and three times 
every day in the week the drawings take 
place from it. 

ut each of the stud-poker tables on 
ae are circles of seated players and 
standing spectators, Close at hand are the 
crap games, where a noisy lot of players 
are throwing dice and betting. A few may 
be millionaires from the East who are 
spending the season with their wives and 
families In Phoenix. Others are professional 
and business men from all the surrounding 
country, and there may be Chinese, Mexi- 
cans and Italians. The crowds are cosmo- 
politan, for the hunger to risk one’s all in 
a@ gambling game is shared by every rank

are despots among Americans in all climes. 


The young women, who are employed Dy 
the proprietors of.the gambling halls to 
cheer the hearts of the patrons, and, at 
the same time, keep up the bar receipts, 
make a story by themselves. They are on 
duty in the saloons from 7 p. m. till mid- 
night, seven*evenings in the week. Their 
ranks are recruited from the comic opera 
choruses in San Francisco, Denver and Los 
Angeles. Occasionally a star operatic per- 
former becomes a gambling saloon song- 
stress or pianist. The pay varies from $ 
to $8 a night. 

There is no programme of music. The 
entertainers—as they are professionally 
known in the Territory—sing in solos, duos 
or trios as they feel inclined, and the music 
takes. A soprano may sing airs from grand 
opera, another singer may give coon songs, 
and a contralto may warble a popular bal- 
lad. Of course there are risque songs every 
night. 


From early evening till 10 or 11 o’clock all 
the gambling halls here are full of men. 
The immaculately dressed and bediamonded 
bartenders are rushed with work; all the 
games are crowded about; the singers ren- 
der selections from ‘‘I! Trovatore”’ or ‘Bo. 
hemian Girl,” or the latest vaudeville 
songs; the planists pound the grand pianos, 
the private wine and dining rooms in the 
rear ring with laughter and song, and 
thousands of dollars change hands every 
hour. 

As midnight approaches the throngs he- 
gin to grow thinner. The roulette and 
craps games are gradually deserted and the 
veteran gamblers—the men who make as 
much a science of gaming and of the proba- 
bilities of certain cards coming up winners —

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or losers as an astronomer does of his ob- 
servations of the heavens—settle down to 
trying conclusions with King Faro or King 
Poker till daybreak. 

Roulette and craps are played in two 
shifts of seven hours each, Stud-pokar 
games are always played ten hours out of 
the twenty-four, but will run longer if 
there are players. Private draw poker 
games ve been known to extend over 
three days and nights. Poker games of 
twenty hours’ duration are common. Three 
times a day—at 11 a. m. and 5 and 9 p. m.— 
the lottery drawings take place, and tens 
of thousands of dollars are spent in -the 
three legalized lottery institutions in Phoe- 
nix every month. 

The display of money by the operators 
of games in the gilded halls of fortune in 
Phoenix is artistic and well considered. 
Close by each faro dealer's right hand 1s 
an open drawer, where $5000 and $7000 lies 
in plain view ‘to tempt the players on to 
renewed betting to possess it all. On the 
craps tables are stacks of silver and gold 
coin a foot high, while there is as much 
coin in the fron safes across the hall. The 
faro games at the Palace are backed by 
$25,000. Several times lately they have Jost 
$4000 and $5000 in one night. 

Some notably big games have been played 
in Phoenix in ‘tthe last few months. A 
poker game among several Wall street 
brokers and a millionaire soap manufavc- 
turer from Cincinnati was played at the 
Capitol in March, and in ten hours over 
$5300 changed hands. One jackpot held over 
$800. A dry goods drummer won $900 on 
a 60-cent ticket in the lottery. A railroad 
official from Brooklyn won $2700 in two 
hours at faro one evening, and another 
lost $8000 in same game inside of two days.

He has the vestments the Pope wore at 
mass and the ivory cane with which he 
walked around the Vatican, He has the 
largest piece of the true cross in the world, 
He has the largest steel etching ever made. 
He has a lamp used 1800 years ago by Chris- 
tians in the catacombs of Rome. He has 
hundreds vf coins used during the times 
of the first Roman Emperors. He has @ 
vase which adorned the table of the tyrant 
Nero, and many other articles of like char- 
acter. 

“IT have been a collector of relics and 
curlos ever since I was young,” said Fath- 
er Faerber, “and I am now 58 years old. 
The intrinsic value of the relics I have is 
perhaps $20,000, but I would not part with 
them for any consideration of money. The 
memories they recall are the delight of my 
life. When I contemplate them it seems I 
am living among another people, in another 
age. 

‘‘My collection is kept here, in the paro- 
chial residence, 744 South Third street. 

‘More than all, I prize the vestments, 
eurplice, crucifix and walking stick which 
belonged to Pope Pius IX. One glance at 
them fills the mind with sweet reminiscences 
of that grand churchman and learned ec- 
clesiastic. 

‘~™ toured Europe in the fall of 1878. The 
day after my arrival in Rome, Pope Pius 
IX. died. Cardinal Merter, a warm personal 
friend of mine, was appointed executor of 
his will.

“During my visit I made a substantial 
donation to one of the municipal orphan 
asylums. The Cardinal appreciated my ac- 
tion highly, and as a token of acknowledg- 
ment said he would present to me some- 
thing worth having, 

*““He then escorted me to the rooms which 
the dead Pope had eccupied. The first thing 
that struck my eye was the crucifix lying 
on a bureau. The Cardinal handed it to me, 
saying: ‘This was the last earthly object 
Pope Pius looked upon. He kissed the 
crucifix as he breathed his Jast.’ 

“The crucifix has a curious history. When 
the Prussians, in 1871, laid seige to the city 
of Strassburg they sacked thé magnificent 
cathedral, Then they fired huge bombs at 
the roof. These-melted it and from it was 
cast the cross. 

Upon it was placed an image of the Sa- 
vior by the inhabitants of Strassburg. It 
was sent to Pope Pius on the occasion of 
his silver jubilee in 1878. 

“The walking-stick was carried by Pope 
Pius in his daily strolls around the Vati- 
can, It is made of solid ivory. I believe it 
is the most expensive cane in the world. 
I have refused an offer of $1000 for it. 

“The gorgeous vestments which Pope 
Pius wore at mass are equally dear to me. 
They are woven in the finest silk. The 
stole is a superb specimen of needle work. 
Woven into it in various colors are pic- 
tures of St. Elizabeth, St. John, St. Bonl- 
face, the Sacred Heart and Pope Pius him- 
self. 

“Few of the lamps which were used by 
the early Christians in the catacombs of 
Rome are now in existence, I have probably 
the only one in the United States.

Tarwater was hacked to pleces and left 
for dead by a band of Mormons in Novem- 
ber of that year, yet survived Brigham 
Young and nealy all the rest of the Latter 
Day Saints who were leaders in) the relig- 
fous movement which caused | so much 
trouble to the Veestern country in the first 
half of the century. 

Tarwater’s injuries, terrible though they 
were, not only did not shorten his life, but 
they seem to have given him jan adde4 
charm in the eyes of the other sex, since he 
was married five times wnd died a widower. 
His first wife was Miss Polly Broadhurst; 
his second, Betsy Offutt; his third, Sarah 
Ann Mills; the fourth, Malinda Brown, and 
the fifth, Mary Ann Scott. 

Tarwater was born in Tennessee in 180. 
He went to Ray County, Missouri, and set- 
tled near where the town of Orrick is now 
when he was a young man. 

The Mormons, driven from thé¢ir beautl- 
ful settlement at Nauvco, in Llinois, had 
stopped thelr wandering across ithe conti- 
nent in Cakiwell County, Missovri, where 
they established a settlemont dalled Far 
West. They had not been there long be- 
fore their peculiar doctrines and practices 
aroused the antagonism of the other set- 
tlers. There were frequent clashes between 
th Mormons and their enemies. 

Ray County had a company of milliitia 
commanded by Capt. Bogard, after whom 
a town in the neighboring pany of Car- 


roll was named. This company \jof militia 
Missour! 
squirrel shooters, armed with rifles which 
they knew how to use with the most dead- 
ly effect. Among them was Samuel Tar- 
water, as good a frontier fighter as any. 
News having reached Capt. Bogard that 


the situation in Caldwell County was 
critical, he mustered his company and 
started to the ald of the Missouri settlers. 
On their way through Knoxville Town- 
ship, Ray County, they captured a boy who 
was suspected of being a newscarrier from 
Far West, the Morman settlement. The 
company camped under a bluff on the east 
bank of Crooked River, at a point near 
the present home of Archie M. Fowler. 


Behind them was the high bluff and in 
front of them the river, which at that 
point was very deep. 


While Bogard’s men were camped in this 
Place a couple of shrewd Mormons chanced 
along and begged that the boy-captive be 
released. Yielding to their persuasions, 
Capt. Bogard gave the boy his liberty. The 
little chap {ts said to have run the entire 
distance to Far West. He told the Mor- 
mons where the militiamen were camped. 


Resenting what they considered an inva- 
sion, the Mormons planned a night attack. 
Before daybreak a considerable number of 
them had surrounded the camp and Bo- 
gard’s men awoke to find themselves 
trapped. Their only way of escape was 
across the deep river. 


As the Mormons rushed upon them in 
overwhelming numbers, the confused, sieep- 
dazed militiamen ran to the river and 
plunged In. The Mormons bad no firearms, 
thelr weapons being rude, but keen-edged 
swords, fashioned out of cornk 8. 

Samuel Tarwater saw in tne bere hope 
of escape. He could not S. He tried 
to escape by running dow#l the river, seek-

F ALL the wind storms recognized by 
thé Weather Bureau, the only one 
that need be particularly dreaded 

hereabouts the tornedo. St. Louls 
knows what a tornado can do; few, even 
the most expert of weather students, know 
what one !s. As they figure it out, a 
tornado is formed by hot winds from the 
goutheast striking and commingling with 
cold winds from the northwest. The hot, 
heavy air, mingling with the clear, cold 
‘ alr, gets the currents to whirling, one 
around the other, twisting, turning and 
¢wining, till a gigantic guction ts formed 
among the clouds. This whirls the clouds 
into a funnel and death and destruction 
follow.

The weather man runs his fingers along 
these lines. He sees the little clear space 
with its high temperature. He notes the

reeze from there. The black lines, too, 
the follows.

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sees a weather map? Few tornadoes strike 
cities; most of them visit smell towns or 
rip and roar through the open country. 
How are folks there to tell when danger 
threatens? 


They can't tell, any more than can the 
city man who reads the weather map, or 
the man that makes the map. He doesn't 
say: “There will be a tornado there, or 
here, or elsewhere, to-day.”” He says “‘con- 
ditions favor one,’’ afid leaves you to take 
the warning or reject it. 


The man out in the country can tell, to @ 
degree, the character of the weather, even 
if he has nothing to go by except his own 
feelings. If it is hot and sticky, he may 
prepare for a change. If the clouds bank 
in the sky and he its anything of an ob- 
server of conditions, he can predict what 
sort of a storm will follow. If the wind 
is from the east in Boston, every one knows 
nasty days are due. So, too, if it blows hard 
from the south-southeast in Kansas, Okla- 
homa or Nebraska the old timers will slip 
into their ‘‘cyclone”’ cellars and pull in the 
holes after them. The secret of it is, learn 
the habits of the weather in your vicinity; 
then you can judge of its doings, just as 
you would fix a man’s reputation, 


But if you would feel safe; if you do not 
care to depend on hap-hazard guessing or 
signs, buy a barometer. The barometer is 
the most useful of weather instruments, and 
yet thousands of thermometers are sold to 
dozens of barometers. The thermometer 
tells the heat, and works on time, but it 
doesn’t work ahead of time. The barometer 
does—seemingly at least. With a barometer 
and a wind valve that every boy can con- 
struct, almost any one can predict enough 
weather to insure his own safety and that 
ofhis neighbors who believe in him. Her eare 
some rules for you to observe when you 
get your valve up and your barometer in 
good working order. 


The following observations apply to ordi- 
nary conditions as understood in a meteor- 
ological sense, but there are occasions when 
barometrical indications will prove decep- 
tive.

RISING BAROMETER. 

A rapid rise indicates unsettled weather. 

A gradual rise indicates settled weather. 

A rise with dry air and cold increasing 
(in summer) indicates wind from north- 
ward, but if rain has fallen, better weather 
may be expected. 

A rise with moist air and low tempera- 
ture indicates wind and rain from north- 
ward. 

A rise with southerly wind indicates fine 
weather. 

A steady barometer with dry air and sea- 
sonable temperature indicates continuance 
of fine weather. 

FALLING BAROMETER. 

A rapid fall indicates stormy weather, and 
if with westerly wind, storms from north- 
ward. 

A fall with northerly wind indicates 
storm, with rain and hail in summer, and 
snow in winter. 

A fall with increased moisture in the alr, 
and the heat increasing, indicates wind and 
rain from southward. 

A fall with dry air, and cold increasing (in 
winter), indicates snow. 

A fall after very calm and warm weather 
indicates rain with squally weather.

Your thermometer will tell you how hot it 
is, and if you have two of them, you can 
plunge the bulb of one in water and hang it 
in the air a moment; the difference in the 
two will be ths humidity. That is the way 
the Government reckons it. But beyond its 
help as a sort of assistance to the barome- 
ter, the thermometer is useful mainly to 
make a man uncomfortable by telling him 
how awfully warm or cold he is. 

A good barometer is the aneroid. This 
is made without mercury. Discs of German 
silver form boxes from which the air is 
partly exhausted. By means of this expan- 
sion and contraction, as the air is lighter or 
heavier, the barometer registers the air 
pressure. Thirty is normal; a column of 
mercury 3% inches high is of the same 
weight and pressure as is the atmosphere at 
sea level. That is 
ways registers in the vicinity of 30 degrees. 
The Government barometers register auto- 


matically, on sheets of paper divided by 
lines into days and hours. A little arm to 
which is affixed a pen reaches out from the 
measuring part of the apparatus and as 
the barometer rises or falls, the change is 
marked in a thin line across the rulings 
for thhours or day. The Government ther- 
mometer works the same way.

den fall in the barometer. This may come 
hours before, if the storm is a slow one, 
or very suddenly if the storm moves rap- 
idly, but it always comes in advance. As 
the storm approaches. it sends billows of 
light air before it. These act on the ba- 
romecter and down it goes. The thin red 
line shows to the observer the coming of 
the storm and he sends out his warning. 
The day of the great St. Louts tornado, the 
barometer made a big jump, falling almost 
straight down within a few minutes. The 
day of the Kirksville storm jt did the same 
thing, as the reading here given shows. 
The observer knew in both instances that a 
storm was centering hereabouts, but in 
neither was he able to tell just where it 
would strike, a tornado being purely a mi- 
nor detail of a heavy storm, local to a very 
small area compared to that covered by the 
storm itself. The thermometer in these 
cases followed the barometer, as the Kirks- 
ville day reading here shows. The tornado 
is generally only a small portion of a cy- 
clone, and ysually begins from the south- 
eastern part of the cyclone area, 


ALE.—A wind of high ve- 
locity. 


“Tornadoes,’’ says Dr. Hyatt, the St. 
Louis ‘weather man, ‘‘are rare, but occur 
usually in the period between January and 
August. The tornado belt starts in Janu- 
ary, then over Texas and Gulf States, mov- 
ing gradually northward, as the season 
advances, and right now until the end of 
May is over Kansas and Missouri. Until 
June tornadoes are likely to occur in these 
States, and sometimes they do occur, up- 
rooting forests, but are never heard from. 


“Extreme heat, fed by moisture, causes 
the creation of a tornado. More correctly, 
it is caused by a lower stratum of hot molst 
air, rising and breaking through stratum 
of cold air above it. The pressure of the 


stratus appear to be the result of the cirrus 
descending to a lower level, thickening by 


additional matter, and the gradual change 
from .the frozen state to the vapor form, 
Their elevation varies from that of the 
lower cirrus down to the position of the 
stratus clouds. Especially in the vicinity 
of bodies of water the cirro-stratus will 
gradually fall and thicken into stratus 
clouds. The fibrous state of the cirrus is 
often retained in the cirro-stratus, but is 
much more dense, and !s spread out in 
strata either horizontal or inclined to the

The clouds themselves, if correctly read, 
will often tell of a storm’s approach. The 
heavy black thunder clouds every one 
knows. The bunchy, feathery appearance 
the dark clouds take on sometimes, gener- 
ally indicates wind—watch . those ' clouds. 
The green tornado cloud needs no descrip- 


tion in St. Louis—the town knows it, to its 
sorrow. 


In a word, all storms are formed by heat 
and suction. The former generates the air 
currents and forms a vacuum; the suction’ 
Starts the winds, and they do the _ rest. 
The storms, especially the tornadoes, come 
generally in the afternoon, because the heat 
is greatest then, the evaporation, air cur- 
rents, vacuums, winds, follow in succession. 
For the same reason they come oftenest in 
the spring, when heat and cold commingle 
and struggle for the mastery. 


There is little or no difference in, the tak- 
ing of weather observatfons at sea or on 
land, except that it is well at sea to have 
one’s longitude and latitude—they are fixed 
on land. Otherwise, one may be in the hur- 
ricane region and not know it. Hurricanes 
play along the Atlantic and the Gulf coasts 
from April to September—during the hot 
season. They are the tornadoes of the sea. 


.They are not felt on land, except: that 


sometimes their effects are seen in the 
wreckage cast ashore or the wrecking done 
along the beaches. A hurricane starts in 
the West Indies, sweeps and swirls around 
toward Florida and up the Atlantic coast, 
or veers arouné behind the penisula and clif- 
cles the Mexican Gulf. It is dangerous and 
often destructive. Of the “‘norther”’ all the 
Southwest knows. St. Louis gets a touch 
of one sometimes. It comes in the: fall, 
usually and is disagreeable but not dan- 
gerous. A gale is simply a high wind; 
straight, but strong. It varies in intensity 
and also in destructiveness. There. are no 
deserts here, hence no siroccos, though 
sometimes it’s hot enough for one. 


That leads one to question why it fs hot 
in the summertime. Almost anyone will 
answer, “because the sun shines more 
nearly vertical then.’’ But it doesn’t. The 
suh is “‘farthest north” as the saying {s, on 
June 22, but that day, even that month, fs 
not the hottest by any means. This is ex- 
plained on the same principle that 3. or| 4 
o’clock in the afternoon its the hottest time 
of the day, whereas the sun is at the merifi- 
ian at noon; it takes a while for the heat 
to reach the earth, and it takes a while 
for the earth to warm up after a season or 
a night of coolness. 


The warmest months are July and,Aug- 
ust, sometimes September. The heat has 
reached the earth then in. full volume, the 
earth has warmed up, and the “‘cumulative 
warmth” of weeks since the sun reached 
the tropic of Cancer is felt here’ below. 
That is why it is hot in summer—generally 
in later summer; the most direct rays pf 
the sun are just reaching the earth ‘in full- 
est force. In the same way, only in re-

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verse, it is coldest in January and February 
when the sun’ is “farthest away” on 
December 2. . 

It is the general opinion that a hot sum- 
mer will follow a long, cold winter, such as 
the winter just passed. There is no scien- 
tific reason for this; it may or it may not. 
The hottest sufhmer St. Louis ever knew, 
however, was that of 1881 and it came after 
along, hard winter. July, August and 
September, 1881, hold the weather records 
for the St. Louls bureau for heat, the hot- 
test days being 104, 106 and 102 respectively. 
The last figure, 102, is remarkably hot for 
September. 

Last winter was long and hard—much 
more. so than usual—and this summer may 
be another record breaker. April would in- 
dicate it. April until the 9th, was below 
nominal, but after that date it began to 
warm up and the mercury got into the 
70’s and 80’s too often for comfort. May 
is keeping April company, the &’s are a 
favorite stopping place for the silver thread 
these days. 

May is not usually a very warm time. 
The hottest record for thé month is %, in 
189%. Twenty years before that, in 1875, it 
was only, 32, but that was abnormal. June’s 
highest records are 99, in both 1891 and 18%; 
it has never reached the century mark 
here, which bears out the assertion that 
the real heat is late coming. 


Those are all high marks; you who suf- 
fer, take comfort in the fact that there 
have been some pretty cool days in sum- 
mertime. In July, 1891, the mercury was 
as low as 55; in August, 1887, as 62; in Sep- 
tember, 1875, as 40. True, those dates are a 
long ways back, but the cycle of time will 
bring them here again some day. Not that 
the seasons are changing—oh no! But they 
come in bunches, as it were. 


The weather man here is authority for 
the statement that seasons do not change. 
He asserts that they work im series or 
cycles; that these periods are irregular; 
but that they will average 10 or 11 years. 
‘About every 10 years, he says, the sea- 
sons seemingly are out of gear. Summer 
seems to linger on till Christmas, and 
spring slips out of the calendar altogether. 
The times seem out of joint. But 
all this, he asserts, is only appdrent; 
the seasons adjust themselves again, and 
the normal average is maintained. 


Last winter was an adjustment. It be- 
gan early and lasted late. This followed a 
jong, hot summer, and the summer began 
again, almost without any spring. 


But that doesn’t justify the weather 
man’s predicting what sort of a summer 
this one will be. He has no idea. There is 
nothing that will tell the weather so far 
ahead. 


“After all,” he says, “the summers aver. 
age up about the same. Some are better 
than others, but only in spots; the cool 
days keep the balance. The winters are the 
same way. The average person notices the 
extreme heat or the bitter cold, and calls 
it ‘the hottest we ever had,’ or ‘the cold- 
est on record,’ but it isn’t. He forgets to 
note the cool summer days or the warm 
winter days.’ These average things, and 
the weather records by months for 30 years 
are so nearly normal that they would sur- 
prise him.”’ 


frequently as dense, roundish, hemisphert- 
cal or convex masses, resting on horizontal 
bases. The outside and upper portions are 
generally white and the lower shaded por- 
tion or base of a dark color. They vary in 
size from a few rods to several miles in 
thickness. The cumulue clouds will often 
be observed crowded together in long hor- 
izontal rows, almost entirely shutting out 
the sun, with the exception of occasionai 
rays at points between the rows. These 
rays, passing through the rifte of the rows, 
illuminate the dust and vapor, and pro- 
duce the phenomenon described as “the eun 
drawing water.”’ This arrangement of the 
cumulus is sometimes incorrectly reported 
as cumulo-stratus. 


The position of the horizontal base of the 
cumulus approximately defines the point 
above the earth where the dew-point is 
equal to the temperature of the alr. 

CUMULO-STRATUS.—The cirro-strat- 
us blended with the cumulus, and either ap- 
pearing intermixed with the heaps of the 
latter, or superadding a widespread struc- 


ture to its base. The cumulo-stratus cloud 
is a form intermediate between the cumulus 


and the stratus, They are usually of a 
darker color than the cumulus. They will

During the prevalence of the cumulo- 
stratus, previous to thunder storms, grand 
and imposing clouds, known as thunder- 
heads, are observed. 


STRATUS.—A widely extended, continu- 
ous, horizontal sheet, increasing from be- 
low upwards. The stratue Is. the lowest of 
clouds, and when it extends to the earth 
it is called fog. It consists of a thick veil 
of vapor of a dark color. When observed 
along the horizon it has the appearance of 
an irregular band of vapor. 


NIMBUS.—The rain cloud, Any cloud or 
syetem of clouds from which rain or snow 
is falling. A nimbue cloud may be either a 
cumulus, a cumulo-stratus, a stratus, or 
fog, from which precipitation Is occurring. 

SCUD Is an individua! cloud moving rap- 
idly at a low elevation, It is usually com- 
posed of fragments of dark cumulus or 
etratus clouds, or detached portion of a fog-

CUCUMBER CREA”. 

Put six ounces of sweet almond oi] into 
the inside receptacle of a custard boiler. 
Put as much water into the outside boiler 
as though you were about to make a cus- 
tard. Set the two (one inside the other) 
over the fire. Have ready four good-sized 
cucumbers. Wipe them carefully so that 
they are perfectly clean. Cut them into 
squares, two or three inches in size. Do 
not remove the peel. When the almond 
oll begins to warm put the cucumbers 
in it. Set the custard boiler on the vack 
of the stove and let the water merely sim- 
mer for four or five hours. Strain, To six 
ounces of the strained liquid afd one 
ounce of white wax, one of spermaceti 
and two ounces of lanoline, "feat until 
the wax, spermaceti and lanoline have 


melted; then take off the fire and beat 


with an egg-beater until cold, adding dur- 
ing the beating process two teaspoonfuis 
of tineture of benzoin. This will make 
a delicious cucumber cream if properiy 
and carefully prepared, 
FORMULA FOR FACE BLEACH. 

Bichloride of mercury in coarse powder, 
ten grains; distilled water, one pint. Agi- 
tate the two together until @ complete so- 
lution is obtained. Then add one-halt 
ounce of glycerine. Apply with a smais 
sponge as often as agreeable. This is not 
strong enough to blister and skin the face 
in average cases. It may be increased or 
reduced in strength by adding to or taking 
from the amount of bichloride of meroury.

H.—Peroxide of hydrogen used 
M with ammonia will bleach superfiu- 
ous hair and firally affect the con- 
stitution of the hair so that it will break 
off, but neither ammonia nor peroxide will 
destroy the actual growth. 

It’ takes a long time to cure enlarged 
pores, and the only way I know of is by the 
use of the scrubbing brush and a pure hy- 
gienic soap. By this process the pores, 
which have become enlarged by the clogged 
secretions, are kept free and gradually they 
will contract and hecome normal! in size. 

The following is the best liquid whitener 
I know of: One quart water (previously 
bolled and strained), alcohol, 3 drops; -ox- 
ide of zinc, one ounce; bichloride of mer- 
cury, eight grains; glycerine, 20 drops. Take 
four ounces of the water and heat it to 
boiling; dissolve the bichloride of mercury 
in this hot water and add the alcohol. Mix 
the zinc and glycerine together in a bowl; 
pour the larger portion of the quart of 
water in; stir, then add all the diluted bi- 
chloride of mercury and alcohol. Bottle 
and shake always before using. Apply the 
liquid with a small, soft velvet sponge. 

Application of Skin Food.

HE “easy marriage” is no longer a re- 
T proach to the State of Wisconsin. 
The passage of the True Marriage 
Act will interfere with the “percentages” 
paid by Milwaukee preachers to hackmen 
and, boat runners who bring them custom; 
but it will redeem the good name of the 
State. 

There have been many notable Gretna 
Green weddings in Chicago. Young Aubrey 
married Chief Justice Fuller's daughter 
there; they were divorced shortly after- 
ward. Robert Lincoln's daughter was mar- 
ried to Beckwith, the football player; and 
Charlies Dwyer, the turfman, married in 
Milwaukee the daughter of a San Francisco 
millonaire. 

The new law stops all that. 
intending to be married must a for a 
license five days in advance. undes 
Zi and women under 18 may not be married 
without thelr parents’ consent. Marriage 
licenses must be publicly posted. Heavy 
penalties are prescribed for breaking the 
law.

Sa The Countess de St. Maurice, Who Represented the Sunday Post- 


Dispstch at the Coronation of Lord Curzon as Viceroy of 
: India, Describes a Tiger Hunt in Jungles and a 
Week of Modern Arabian Nights. 


This is the story of a tiger hunt 
in India, told by Grace Corneau, 
(the Countess de St. Maurice), 
who represented the Post-Dispatch 
at the coronation of Lord Curzon 
as Viceroy of India and the instal- 
lation of Lady Curzon at Vice- 
reine. The Countess, who is a dar- 
ing sportswoman, took no part 
in the Slaying of the tiger, because 
royal etiquette reserved the first 
ghot for the Maharajah, whose 
guest she was, but a panther after- 
ward fell before her rifle. 


received from His Royal Highness, 

the Maharajah of , in Rajputa- 
ma. The envelope was inclosed in a red 
waxed cloth, and so covered with seals 
that there was little to be seen of it. The 
principal seal—the royal insignia—was of 
dmmense size and stamped with the royal 
arms and Arabic letters. It hung down 
from the envelope itself, to which it was 
attached by a cord. 

This formidable paper was my open se- 
Bame to scenes like the Arabian Nights in 
real life. 

When the train pulled into the station in 
the Rajputana where we were to visit we 
found the platform full of gorgeous soldiers 
dn red and gold uniforms. A fine-looking In- 
dian asked me in English if I were the 
Countess de St. Maurice, and escorted me 
tc 2 great state carriage. 

As we drove along the councilor in- 
formed me that one of the Maharajah’s pal- 
aces had been placed at my disposition. 
Servants were there to do my bidding, 
horses and carriages, elephants and camels 
all in readiness. I began to wonder if I 
had not, perhaps, become unconsciously 
‘possessed of Aladdin’s lamp. 

At the palace the servants were drawn up 
fin state and bowed low upon seeing us, 
and presented me with flowers and little 
cakes. 

After luncheon the secretary of the Ma- 

harajah came to inform me that he had 
been attached to my household during my 
visit and had come to arrange plans for 
{my amusement. 
' he Maharajah is a handsome young 
fellow, as courteous as a knight. He 
epeaks English fluently, though with a soft 
native accent, and follows the politics of 
‘the world with interest. Before leaving the 
‘palace I obtained permission to visit the 
impartments of the wonlen of the household, 
1Weo are kept aj! to themselves, and to 
take photes<@phs ail over the kingdom. 

The Maharajah’s stables are superb. His 
thoroughbred horses number hundreds, and 
they were all made to prance before me. 
Then the master of horse invited us to

visit the camels and the elephants. Some 
of the latter are wild and are used for 
fierce, Titanic fights. 

From the elephants we went to the 
leopard huts, one of the most curious 
sights in the world. Here wild leopards 
are trained to hunt as dogs do. 


Next day we arose at 4 a. m. to visit the 
sacred mountain. Troops of Indians were 
waiting for us. At the gate of the palace 
were a dozen or more coolies with a kind 
of hand barrow on which I was to be car- 
ried up the mountain. All the coolies were 
muffled in blankets and their teeth chat- 
tered with the cold. 

After lunch the Maharajah sent his own 
elcphant and mahout to take me up to the 
oki fortress. The way was very danger- 
ous, but as we commenced to mount those 
awful steps in the living rock and I saw 
only a foot or two of ledge between us 
and the tiger infested ‘“‘nullahs’’ below, I 
regretted my temerity. 

A great tiger hunt occupied the last day 
of our visit. Ever since our arrival prepa- 
ration had been in progress for it. 

For two days the “beaters’’ had been 
watching the jungles to mark down the 
tiger’s lair, and the night before the hunt 
they reported that a tiger had been seen 
at dusk drinking at the edge of the 
Maharajeh’s lake. 


The most dangerous part of tiger hunt- 
ing is done by the native shikaris, who 
track the tiger into the place where the 
hunter may shoot it. 


Tigers are not apt to attack in daylight. 
Only at night they roam about in search 
of something to devour. ‘“‘Beaters’”’ are 
therefore necessary in order to drive the 
tiger out of his hiding place, and this 
they accomplish by a most unearthly din, 
which they keep up with horns, trumpets, 
cymbals and drums. 


When I was dressed for the hunt I was 
assisted to moumt my elephant by half a 
dozen mahouts, all anxious to start. A nim- 
ble mahout mounted in front of me and the 
seretary behind. There were a number of 
natives in the party and am English and a 
French sportsman. 


The kind of wooden basket strapped upon 
the elephant’s back, in which L-took my 
seat, was fitted up for hunting. There was 
a place for my gun, pouch and cartridges 
and extra space for any other necessary 
articles. The height of the hunter’s seat 
is such that except by an extraordinary 
apring the tiger cannot reach him, The ma- 
hout who drives the elephant is defenseless. 
He is nearer the ground, as he sits astride 
the elephant’s neck, and is unarmed, car- 
rying nothing but the iron prod with which 
he drives his beast. 


As we went along the secretary explained 
the etiquette of a royal hunt. No one must 
fire until the Maharajah has the first shot, 
and then if “‘stripes’’ is not touched every 
one is at liberty to blaze away. 

We had not gone far along the “‘nullah,’”’ 
where the tigers were supposed to be hid- 
ing, when a hideous roar burst upon the air. 
I saw a mighty beast give a spring out ofa 


tiny patch of jungle. It was a splendid an- 
imal, with a lordly head held erect, a pol- 
ished coat and an indescribable grace that 
no caged beast ever showed. 

Not one of the elephants showed any 
fear. They stood perfectly still, so as not 
to shake the aim of their riders. 

Almost @t the instant the beast appeared 
the report of a gun rang out. 

There was another awful roar, and before 
our eyes the tiger dropped to the ground 
and lay clawing the jungle growth in its 
death struggle. 

It could not rise, but it was game to the 
last gasp. 

Its mighty muscles heaved convulsively; 
then were still. The bullet from the Maha- 
rajah’s gun had gone home, And yet for a 
little time all the huntsmen waited before 
venturing too close. 

There is no good tiger except one that Is 
thoroughly dead. 

Then there was great excitement among 
the natives, who crowded around, hoping 
for a chance to steal the tiger’s whiskers 
or the claws. which are supposed to pos- 
sess magic qualities, 

One tiger was not enough. The Maharajah 
wanted to have a fine day’s sport, 60 we 
set out again. 

“This time,” said the secretary, “every 
one may shoot if we come across another 
tiger.” He gallantly loaded for me a small 
gun I have used in the wilds of Tonkin. 

We had not gone far when I saw some- 
thing that resembled a huge yellow cat 
spring across the nath. 


Instinctively I fired—just as every one 
else fired. Something dropped on the ground 
and we all estopped to examine the prey, 
which was a good-sized panther. 

The Maharajah complimented me upon 
having had the courage to pull the trig- 
ger of my gun, Dut I told him I was con- 
vinced that my bullet in no way contributed 
to the death of the panther. 


As a matter of fact the credit belonged 
to the French sportsman. However, with 
much gallantry they offered me the honor 
of the shot and the skin. The former I 
disclaimed. but the skin I accepted. We 
met no more wild beasts, and as it was 
growing late we returned to the palace. 

In the evening there was a great fete, 
with girls who danced a classic measure 
beautiful to witness and quite unlike the 
sensual dances of Egypt. 

We left the domains of the Maharajah 
next morning. Before bidding good-by to 
the servitors who had made us so comfort- 
able, I asked the secretary what I might do 
for them, as their royal master had forbid- 
den his household to take presents from his 
guests. The secretary told me it would 
give the natives great pleasure if I would 
write certificates signifying their good at- 
tendance. These will recommend them to 
promotion, and they will always remember 
the white ‘‘memsahib’s’”’ visit. 

I spent an hour thus rewarding these 
faithful people of the palace, and as the 
train steamed away from the little Indian 
station the whole body of them gave us a 
hearty farewell cheer.

Kentucky ‘‘Rour- 
bon’’ sogen came to be known and preferred, 
as they are to this day, according to the 
reputation of their makers. 

A difference of opinion arose at an early 
day as to the respective merits of sweet 
and sour-mash whiskies. ‘The first Bour- 
bon distillers mashed by hand, used fresh 
yeast, doubled mm copper and, produced a 
hand-made, sweet-mash, double-copper 
whisky. The sour-mash seems to have 
been introduced as a measure of economy 
and convenience, but at just what period 
it is now difficult to determine. 

The business grew rapidly after the war. 
It proved paying, and the scarcity of 
opportunity for profitable investment in 
other lines of industry induced many people 
to go into the distilling business who lacked 
experience, and in a few years there was 
Over-produoction and stagnation, which 
caused heavy losses, particularly among the 
newcomers into the field, their brands hav- 
ing won no reputation. After the great 
financial panic of 1873 the distilling business 
revived along with other trades. 

The Kentucky product had then become 
much more widely known and a wider mar- 
ket again made business profitable. Big 
profits again piled up and soon there was 


ted market and collapse. Again the trade 
revived, and after 188 another era of pros- 
perity began, which continued until a few 
years ago, when the trade again became 
demoralized. The distillers got together, 
agreed upon a limited production plan, and 
within the last year the trade has entered 
upon another era of good times. The com- 
bine which bought up Kentucky distilleries 
is of recent date. 


To Cut an Apple.

“That the Union should have been pre- 
served and slavery abolished all are ready 
to concede. That the victors won in hon- 
orable fight no one will dispute. But while 
this is manifest it is equally true that thoge 
who were fortunately defeated were in- 
spired by sincere devotion to principles 
conscientiously believed to be just; that 
they fought with valor equaled alone by 
those who opposed them, but never sur- 
passed, and their heroic bravery and suf- 
fering entitle them to the admiration of 
all mankind.
